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Late Tax Bills 
Will Increase 
School Expense 


Cook County officials have announced 


that property tax bills will be late once 
again this year and local school officials 
are bracing themselves for the extra ex- 
penses that will result. 


The delay, now estimated at about one 


month, will probably cost Elk Grove 
Township Dist. 59 about $18,000 to $20,000 
in extra Interest on tax anticipation war- 
rants, according to Arthur Perry, assist- 
ant superintendent for administration. 
Last year, Perry said, the two-month de- 
lay in tax bills cost the district about 
$32,000. 


The extra expense this year results be- 


cause the district'must pay one month's 


Concrete 
Plant Site 
Is Found 


An acceptable alternate site has been 


found for location of a portable concrete 
plant for the contractor of the Arlington 
Heights Road construction project in Elk 
Grove Village. 


Representatives of Rock Road Con- 


struction Co. and the Centex Corp. 
reached agreement this week on a plan 
to locate the plant on Centex property 
near the Salt Creek bridge which is being 
remade. 


The plant, which company representa- 


tives say is needed for the project, will 
be located on land adjacent to the road 
just south of the bridge. 


Centex and Rock Road Construction 


met to discuss such a plan at the sugges- 
tion of village board members. The 
board earlier had tacitly rejected the 
construction company's request to place 
the temporary plant on the St. Julian Ey- 
mard Church property on the south side 
of Blesterfield Road west of Leicester 
Road. 


Company spokesmen said the plant is 


needed in the immediate area because of 
the amount of concrete needed in the 
roadwork, which Involves construction of 
a four-lane roadway and a new bridge 
over Salt Creek. 


BOARD MEMBERS suggested 
the 


company meet with Centex after criti- 
cising a proposal to locate the plant on 
the Grtttreh property because of its prox- 
imity to recreational 
facilities and 


schools. 


The plant is to be put into use during 


the first part of May and probably be 
removed by Aug. 1, according to com- 
pany officials. The plant will occupy a 
IH-acre site. 


Work on the project began Feb. 14 and 


is expected to be completed next Septem- 
ber, Estimated cost is about $1.3 million. 


additional interest on outstanding war- 
rants and probably will have to issue ad- 
ditional warrants in order to have cash 
available for day-to-day operations, he 
said. 


This year, the district had planned to 


issue warrants borrowing 72 per cent of 
the taxes to be collected this spring, but 
is currently running slightly below that 
level, Perry said. He said the delay prob- 
ably will not force the district to issue 
more warrants than are called for in the 
budget. 


MOUNT PROSPECT Dist. 57 will not 


have to issue more warrants to make up 
the delay, according to J, C. Busenhart, 
assistant superintendent. Dist. 57 already 
has sold $900,000 in warrants this year, 
anticipating late tax bills. If the first tax 
payment is not made until June l, Bus- 
enhart said, Dist. 57 would lose $2,250 in 
a month's extra interest on the warrants. 


Prospect Heights Dist. 23 probably 


would have to borrow more money if 
bills are late, according to James Hen- 
dren, business manager. He did not esti- 
mate how much money the district would 
lose because of the dealy. 


Last year Dist. 23 had to borrow addi- 


tional warrants because of the delay. 
"We had to pay 13 months of interest 
instead of the 10 months we expected," 
Hendren said. "Late tax revenues dis- 
rupt the cash flow of the district." 


Hendren said Dist. 23 must have about 


$120,000 each month in the educational 
fund to pay for items including salaries, 
insurance and supplies. "By this time of 
year, we are getting down to the bare 
minimum. We suffer greatly when taxes 
are late. Our district is not a wealthy 
district, and we can't work miracles." 


River Trails Dist. 26 probably will not 


lose money because the bills are late, 
said Jean Meister, business manager. 
She said the district has borrowed tax 
anticipation warrants in February that 
are now paying interest in the bank. She 
said if the bills are late, the district 
should "break even" because the money 
made by investment could pay off the 
extra interest.

Extra-Police Survey Looks Clouded 


Residents of unincorporated areas of 


Elk Grove Township apparently want 
more police protection, but heads of two 
homeowners associations said this week 
they are not sure the residents will be 
willing to pay more taxes for it. 


The heads of Forest View subdivision 


in Elk Grove Village and Lake-Briar- 
wood near Mount Prospect said they are 


not sure how their neighbors will respond 
to a survey being sent out by the town- 
ship on the possibility of increased police 
protection. 


Township officials have estimated it 


will cost about $6 per $10,000 assessed 
value to provide one patrol car for the 
unincorporated areas of the township. 
Surveys are being sent out to unincorpo- 
rated areas asking residents if they 


would be willing to support a referendum 
authorizing a tax for toe service. 


"We would like more protection from 


the sheriff's police," John Jackson, pres- 
ident of the Forest View homeowners, 
said. "We just do not see enough patrol 
cars from Cook County."

Sacred Heart Superintendent Named

The appointment of the Rev. James 


Michaletz as superintendent of Sacred 
Heart of Mary High School in Rolling 
Meadows was announced Wednesday 
night by the Rev. Robert Clark, superin- 
tendent of the Chicago Archdiocese. 


The appointment of Father Michaletz, 


who is currently on sabbatical, from his 
position as principal of St. Viator High 
School in Arlington Heights, was made 
last night at a public meeting at Sacred 
Heart called to discuss the future of the 
all-girl Catholic school. 


About 300 parents and students attend- 


ed the meeting two weeks after it was 
announced the Religious Order of the Sa- 
cred Heart of Mary, a New York-based 
congregation, would no longer be able to 
staff and maintain the school because of 
financial problems. 


At the same time, the announcement 


was made that the Chicago archdiocese 
would assume ownership of the school 
and keep it open. 


The position of superintendent has 


three major responsibilities according to 
Father Clark: That of general super- 
vision, community relations and fiscal 
policy. 


In accepting the position, Father Mich- 


aletz said, "I am assuming this position 
as a representative of the archdiocese 
and not a representative of St. Viator. 
My emphasis will be on making Sacred 
Heart of Mary High School a success. 


"I will be here to do everything neces- 


sary to assure the success and contin- 
uation of Sacred Heart. I am not coming 
to direct a temporary operation. As far 
as I am concerned the future is bright 
and the school has many long years 


ahead." continued Father Michaletz. 


Father Clark told the audience a deci- 


sion on the curriculum and student policy 
at Sacred Heart would be made in con- 
junction with faculty members and ad- 
ministrators when they had been se- 
lected. 


A FOUR-MAN committee consisting of 


Father Clark, Brother Pius Xavier, asso- 
ciate superintendent for high schools in 
the archdiocese, and two sisters who are 
currently principals of all-girl Catholic 
high schools in the area, have been 
charged with the responsibility of finding 
a new principal. 


At the request of parents, the com- 


mittee was expanded to include Len Bae- 
nan, current principal of Sacred Heart, 
who 
announced his resignation in

and Arlington Heights are being can- 
vassed with the forms. The survey forms 
are due back at the township by May 1.

Brushing aside threats of a possible 


nationwide dock strike, the Pay Board 
sharply cut the contract between West 
Coast longshoremen and shipping com- 
panies that ended the longest waterfront 
tieup in the nation's history. By an 8-5 
vote, the board approved a settlement 
that would give the longshoremen a 14.9 
per cent pay increase in pay and fringe 
benefits in the first year of a two-year 
contract. The original settlement would 
have given a 20 per cent pay bike the 
first year.

Security forces have arrested a fugi-

The detention 
of Patrick Kennedy, who has been sought 
by security forces for seven months, was 
the first such arrest of a member of the 
provincial parliament in 15 years.

Federal mediators held a meeting

and United Electrical Union Local 1114 
representatives but no agreement was 
reached over a new union contract. 


Donald Baron, director of Honeywell 


production, said Wednesday "the parties

1961 at its Morton Grove plant, but lasted 
only nine days before a settlement was 
reached. All of the company's com- 
mercial factory operations were consoli- 
dated at the Arlington Heights facility 
last year.

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Snowmobile 
Comes To 
The Rescue

Should this area ever be struck by an- 


other immobilizing storm, such as the 
"Big Snow of '67, Buffalo Grove will be 
ready. 


The civil defense unit in Buffalo Grove 


is training a special snowmobile rescue 
team. The team has a total of seven indi- 
viduals and nine snowmobiles at their 
immediate use. 


Don Schindler, director of the Buffalo 


Grove Civil Defense, said the team 
"could be ready to operate at a moment's 
notice. If a storm were to hit today we 
would be ready." 


SCHINDLER SAID the idea of a snow- 


mobile rescue team is not new. "They 
use these teams every day in Wisconsin 
and Minnesota as part of their police and 
fire departments. 
They are 
probably 


used in many other states, but I am only 
positive about these two." 


The main goal of the team is to help 


anyone in distress during a major storm. 
"We are ready to help anyone from a 
stranded motorist to a woman about to 
give birth to a child," said Schindler. 


He explained the entire team is made 


up of volunteers. He said, "We have the 
manpower and the equipment. We could 
use a few more sleds to attach to the 
vehicles for carrying passengers or car- 
go." 


Anyone who. would like to volunteer his 


services or machine to the team should 
contact the Buffalo Grove civil defense 
recruiting officer, Ed Young at 537-5641. 


SCHINDLEft GOT the idea for 
the 


team over a month ago and the team 
started practice immediately. "We would 
like to practice more, but the weather 
hasn't been in our favor," he said. 


"These snowmobiles are not the safest 


things in the world and you can never 
get enough practice driving them," said 
Schindler. "The more experience we get 
in driving them, the better it will be for 
everyone. 


"We are in the process of drawing up a 


disaster plan so all work will be coordi- 
nated with police, fire, and other civil 
defense units. We are also trying to ar- 
range something with the local hospitals 
and medical clinics. 


"WE HAVE A long way to go in our 


operation, but everything seems to work 
smooth at our practices," said Schindler. 
"We have hopes of equipping all our ve- 
hicles with radios and setting up commu- 
nications with all disaster teams in the 
area."

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Ogilvie, Mathis Give Their Views

national questioned the four gubernato-

Ogilvie, Dr. Join MatUi, Lt. Gov. Paul 
Simon and Daniel Walker — on Issues 
concerning their campaigns. Following 
are the questions and the verbatim re- 
plies of the Republican!, Ogilvie and 
Mathis. Simon's and Walker's replies 
moved (or PMs Thursday and thereafter.

Q. What, in your view, is the single 


most desirable quality you could bring to 
the office of governor? 


Ogilvie: "The understanding of the 


state's problems gained through four 
years of experience in making the diffi- 
cult decisions the office requires and in 
emphasizing the need for honesty and in- 
tegrity in all positions of public trust." 


Mathis: "Honesty and integrity in 


state government." 


Q. If you were elected governor, what, 


aside from fixed items, would be your 


highest-priority legislative program? 


Mathis: "Limit the time the governor 


of Illinois may serve to one term of four 
to six years. No repeat. Ask for a state 
law which would prohibit state officials 
from soliciting state employes for politi- 
cal contributions and this same law 
would prohibit state employes from con- 
tributing to any state candidate's politi- 
cal campaign fund." 


Ogilvie: "Aid to education, including 


financial support and steps to improve 
classroom quality, tax relief for the el- 
derly, measures to protect our environ- 
ment, and a reduction in the burden of 
welfare costs on our taxpayers are some 
of the highest-priority goals of my ad- 
ministration." 


Q. TO WHAT extent do you think the 


governor should use the amendatory veto 
power granted him by the 1970 con- 
stitution? 


Ogilvie: "The power should be used 


with care to control excessive spending 
and to make necessary changes in bills 
to keep them within the spirit of the leg- 


islative intent without doing violence to 
the interests of the public." 


Mathis: "I believe the governor should 


use the amendatory veto power with 
great discretion." 


Q. What general approach would you 


pursue to improve the state's fiscal situ- 
ation? 


Generating additional tax revenue, fed- 


eral aid, reducing expenditures, etc. 


Mathis: "There will be no tax increase 


during my four years in office. I would 
fire all 1,500 of Governor Ogilvie's pa- 


tronage workers. Federal aid is impos- 
sible because the federal government is 
broke. I would eliminate the fat and the 
fraud from each state budget." 


Ogilvie: "The single most important 


step will be to relieve Illinois taxpayers 
of the burden of welfare costs through a 
federal assumption of the costs of this 
truly national problem. When this is ac- 
complished — as it surely will be — state 
government will then have the financial 
means to aid local education and to re- 
lieve the heavy burden on the property 
tax in our communities."

The Search For Mental Health 
Link 'Troubled Years' 
To 'So Much Growing' 


(This Is a weekly column presented by 


Forest Hospital In Des Plain**, a fully- 
accredited 133-bed psychiatric hospital, 
known for its programs In psychiatric 
treatment, research, education and com- 
munity service.) 


The adolescent years are often re- 


ferred to as the troubled years and Dr. 
Joe King, director of adolescent services 
at Timberlawn Psychiatric Center in 
Dallas, thinks it's because adolescents 
have so much growing to do duirng those 
years. 


"The adolescent period of time," Dr. 


King'recently explained, "is an impor- 
tant period of growth and development, 
so the tasks a person assigns himself 
during this period of time are quite dif- 
ferent from those he tried in any other 
period of his life. Consequently he has 
little or no experience to draw from and 
m u c h of 
what is done is ex- 


perimentation." 


According to Dr. King, while adults 


have experience to draw from, adoles- 
cents, when doing a task, must depend 
on the firmness of their childhood foun- 
dation. He relates this lack of concrete 
experience and lack of fully formulated 
values with the problems of drug abuse 
among adolescents. 


"Kids get into more trouble with drug 


abuses for several reasons," Dr. King 
said, "because they have not found a 
base tine or value system about drugs, 
they're suggestible — adolescents are 
sort of group animals — that ts they seek 
a lot of feedback from one another re- 
garding what's appropriate and what is 
inappropriate behavior. 


"All of us," he continued, "as adoles- 


cents and adults think about doing things 


we don't do because we control our im- 
pulses. Many times kids have not learned 
to do this and of course, in adolescence 
kids are exposed to many more opportu- 
nities to discharge impulses than they 
were as children so they frequently get 
into trouble for impulsive behavior like 
using drugs or running away." 


Dr, King thinks that a lot of adoles- 


cents who get involved in drugs do so 
because they have not been able to find 
their niche in any other group of kids. 
"Frequently kids tell us they weren't 
able to make it as tt member of a non- 
drug group and they were accepted by a 
group who uses drug; so they, too, turn 
to drugs for acceptance." 


According to Dr. King most troubled 


adolescents are having problems becom- 
ing autonomous indviduals. "I think that 
dependency or over dependency on par- 
ents brews hostility and a lot of kids who 
have hostile dependent relationships with 
their parents are hostile to the world. It's 
because of this hostility that they act out, 
and are a cause for concern."

Joy, who is also an avid 
sailor. Williams took the job. Before tak- 
ing two long trips and several weekend 
excursions during the summer, Williams 
was responsible to rccommission the two 
H70 horse power dicsel engines, nnd ob- 
tain proper safety gear for the yacht. 


"We spent two weeks on Lake Mich- 


igan cruising to Green Bay and bnck," 
Williams said. 


The smooth cruise to Green Bay was a 


more pleasant trip than the cruise to 
Grand Haven, Mich. Because of high 
winds.

Ogilvie Defends Finances, 
Lauds Local Government 


; Amid the azure blue decor of the Top 
ef the Towers, several hundred residents 
6f the greaser Arlington Heights commu- 
pitv of politicians, educators and cultural 
enthusiasts gathered to hear Gov. Rich- 
ard Ogilvie praise their town. 


Midway through "Governor Ogilvie 


Day" in Arlington Heights the charter 
membership of the village's estab- 
lishment met over lunch to pay homage 
to their Republican governor — and in 
the same measure to acknowledge May- 
or Jack Walsh's new position within 
Ogiivie's state administration. 


Ogilvie took the occasion to speak on 


the very matter which drew Walsh into 
the governor's official family of adminis- 
trators. The governor stressed the con- 
cern of his administration for the needs 
of local government and touched on the 
new job Walsh has as the number two 
man in the administration's Department 
of Local Government Affairs. 


As part of his plan to local govern- 


ment. Ogilvie told the luncheon audience 
that over the past three years commu- 
nities such as Arlington Heights have 
benefited greatly from tax rebates from 
the state. 


OGILVIE SAID Arlington Heights, for 


example, received no income from the 
state in 1869. but that it received $301,000 


in 1970 and S'115.000 in 1971 as the vil- 
lage's share of the state income tax. 


"This amount from the state's income 


tax greatly 'took the pressure off the lo- 
cal property tax," Ogilvie asserted," and 
thus took the burden away from the sev- 
erely taxed property owner." 


The governor also called the attention 


to his program to assist the elderly and 
those on fixed incomes, and finally, took 
a jab at his various political competitors. 


"You hear a lot of grand statements 


about changing the revenue structure of 
this state." the governor said, "but even 
though I agree that' much can be 
changed in this state, I maintain that you 
can't get too far ahead of the people in 
changing the taxes." 


The governor said he believed the 


state's finances are improving and that 
Illinois is meeting and solving its prob- 
lems.

"The fast answer is that I hope you 


would go into government to improve it," 
Ogilvie told the students. He urged them 
also to read beyond the headlines of race 
track stock scandals and multimillion 
dollar tax breaks. 


"Take a look at some of the in-depth 


reporting that is available to find out 
about some of the good things that gov- 
ernment is doing."

Who ever said Cook County's Demo- 


cratic machine caters more to the inter- 
ests of big business and big real estate 
than to the problems and desires of "the 
little guy?"

On the evening of Feb. 23, I witnessed 


the height of asininity involving the Vil- 
lage of Palatine's Police Department. 
Apparently the police received a com- 
plaint from the apartment manager re- 
garding a half dozen commuters' wives 
who park in the lot bordering Smith 
Street instead of entering the uncon- 
trolled traffic system in front of the rail- 
road station. Two police cars and four 
policemen were stationed in the apart- 
ment building parking lot warning the 
commuters that they would be ticketed 
for being on private property. Guess 
where the one policeman who is normal- 
ly assigned to directing traffic at Colfax 
and Smith Streets parks the police car 
every evening — naturally — in the 
same private parking lot! 


I fully agree that no one other than

I am pleased to learn that we have 
four patrolmen available at 5:50 p.m. to 
protect the apartment owners' property 
— however, this is not the subject of this 
letter. 
' I wish to go on record with the Village 
of Palatine's Village Manager, Police 
Department,

Board of Trustees to advise them that 
they will be subject to a law suit if any 
pedestrian is injured on the property nor- 
mally referred to as the railroad station 
northerly of the railroad tracks and/or 
while attempting to leave the station in 
the direction of Colfax or Smith Street. I 
am extremely concerned with the num- 
ber of people each day that must play 
"Russian Roulette" with the auto traffic 
each morning and evening. There is no 
way that a pedestrian can safely leave 
the station north of the tracks. It defies 
anyone's common sense, i.e., to con- 
struct a station and not build any side- 
walks for pedestrians. 


Someone should be in a position to an-

—Design a traffic flow system in and 


around the station. 


—As soon as weather permits, con- 


struct sidewalks bordering Smith and 
Colfax Streets and within the station 
leading to these streets. 


—Install adequate street lighting. 
—Double the size of the two door open- 


ings leading'from the station to the plat- 
form. 


—Install stairs on the north end of the 


station to the platform — thus eliminat- 
ing the necessity of everyone having to 
funnel through the station upon arrival 
or departure from the trains. 


—Install another set of stairs to the 


major parking area Clot No. 9) south of 
the station. 


—Double the size of the crosswalk 


from the center track to the station so 
that persons wanting to proceed toward 
Smith Street have walking space on the 
platform.

NEW YORK (UPI) - The electronic 


computer will have a lot more to do with 
this year's national political contest than 
flashing the results on election night. It's 
also playing a big part in the campaign- 
ing. 


Letters turned out by the computer to 


solicit votes played a small part in the 
1968 
presidential election. This year, 100 


million of these letters probably will be 
mailed on behalf of the presidential, 
con- 


gressional and gubernatorial candidates, 
says Stephen Balber of Datatab, Inc., 
a 


New York firm that claims to be the 
largest of a dozen or so in the comput- 
erized letter business nationally. 


One reason a big increase in vote solic- 


iting by computerized letter is expected 
this year is that, for some unexplained 
reason. Congress exempted letters from 
the new legal limitations on campaign 
expenditures. Candidates can spend only 
6 cents per registered voter on television 
advertising and <1 cents on printed media.

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letters originally was included in the bill, 
it was knocked out of the final versions. 


Computerized 
letters 
aren't 
cheap. 


They cost from 5 to 6Vz cents each, plus 
postage, according to Chairman Gerald 
Yass of Datatab. But they appear to 
have high attention value and the ability 
to use the computer not only to address 
them individually, but to vary their com- 
position according to the known interests 
of voter groups justifies their cost, Yass 
said. Groups are pinpointed on the basis 
of sex, area, party affiliations and prob- 
able interest in specific issues. 


Companies that produce them also 


frequently help compose the letters. 
Datatab has a professional political con- 
sultant named Peter lovino, veteran of a 
number of campaigns, to advise candi- 
dates on composing letters. In the 1969 
New Orleans mayoralty election, Data- 
tab produced 50 variations of a letter for 
Moon Landrieti, the independent who 


won, 
defeating the candidate of a party 


organization that had been entrenched 
for years.

Much of the traditional thinking about 


retirement funds and retirement income 
is all wrong, according to pundits in the 
behavioral sciences who've been taking 
an interest in the subject lately. 


Specifically, they've made a plausible 


case against the hallowed notion that you 
hang onto all the capital you can, 
through the retirement years, so that 
when it's all over you can leave the chil- 
dren a nice inheritance. 


A number of psychologists believe that 


even when the expected inheritance is 
modest, the situation makes for unwhole- 
s o m e family 
relationships. 
Subcon- 


sciously, the heirs may be waiting for 
and wishing for the old folks to die, so 
the will can be read and the loot passed 
around. 


Other experts in the sociology of aging 


maintain that the traditional emphasis 
on conserving capital casts its pall on 
the life style of the retirees, who may 
feel it's "wrong" to spend for their own 
pleasure and enjoyment. Retirees thus 
tend to lead restricted and inactive lives, 
they observe, even when some of the 


foregone pleasures of life are financially 
feasible. 


FINALLY, THERE'S the 
argument 


that the expectation of an inheritance 
may be no favor to the heirs themselves. 
Students of the psychology of success, or 
the personal history of the achiever, tend 
to support this view. The individual 
who's motivated to make it solely on his 


own, 
they say, usually has a stronger 


drive than one who can anticipate a fi- 
nancial cushion later in life, even a fairly 
modest one. 


The traditional rule that you "never in- 


vade principal" is partly rooted in the 
economics of an earlier era, when sup- 
port in retirement years was dependent 
entirely on the individual's resources, or 
the family. Today, with basic necessities 
covered by Social Security and Medi- 
care, experts in the economics of family 
life point out, it's feasible to program a 
gradual spending of a portion of retire- 
ment funds. 


After the age 65 or 70, it's suggested, a 


sizable part of the capital accumulated 
for retirement can be allocated for peri- 
odic liquidation, on a time schedule 


geared to life expectancy. Instead of liv- 
ing on as little as possible, the idea is to 
live as well as possible,' in the time re- 
maining. 


ALL THESE NEW thoughts on the eco- 


nomics of retirement shouldn't be filed 
away until you've reached senior citizen 
status. To the extent that they make 
sense to anyone, they'll influence the 
kind of assets aimed at in planning for 
the accumulation of retirement funds. 


If you think you're going to want opti- 


mum liquidity at some future date, that 
will, or should, influence the decisions 
you make as you go along about what 
you're building up. Whether you can 
spend, eventually, will depend to a con- 
siderable extent on the mix your earn- 
ings have produced — equities, a pension 
plan, real estate, annuities, your own 
little antique shop, or whatever.

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FAA, Des Plaines Alderman Probe O'Hare Noise 
BANKER'S HOURS| 


Proposals to reduce O'Hare Airport 


noise were discussed Thursday during a 
meeting of Federal Aviation Adminis- 
tration (FAA) officials and a Des Plaines 
alderman. 


Aid. Alan Abrams (8th) met at 2 p.m. 


with three top Chicago-area FAA offi- 
cials to urge changes in flight patterns 
and take-off procedures. FAA officials in 
Washington D.C. last week told Abrams 
the federal agency is "seriously consid- 
ering" his proposed changes. 


The three FAA officals meeting with 


Abrams are Lyle Brown, top FAA offi- 
cial In the Chicago area, John Wubbold- 
ing, air traffic division chief, and Dan 
Vacuravltch, O'Hare tower chief. 


The meeting was arranged by William 


Flener, FAA national director of air traf- 
fic service, who told Abrams thei FAA 
"wants to do anything it can to reduce 
airport noise," although safety comes 
first. 


ACCORDING TO a recent North- 


eastern Illinois Planning Commission re- 
port, more than half of Des Plaines by 
1980 will be subjected to unhealthy noise 
levels from O'Hare, unless efforts are 
made to force use of quieter jet engines 
and changes are made in flight patterns. 


Abrams, a member of the city's envi- 


ronmental controls committee, has pro- 
posed a new noise ordinance, which 
could force a court test of FAA powers 
over O'Hare jets and airport noise. The 
council may pass this proposed ordi- 
nance at its March 20 meeting. 


While in Washington during a business 


trip last week, Abrams asked the FAA to 
increase the number of evening hours 
during which jet take-offs are diverted 
away from Des Plaines to less populated 
areas. 


Under the present FAA flight proce- 


dures, in effect for more than a year, 
flights between 11 p.m. and 7 a.m., are 
sent over the Northwest Tollway area 
rather than over Des Plaines and nearby 
communities. 


THE FAA officials suggested that all 


flights over the Des Plaines area might 
be diverted in this manner during both 
day and night hours, Abrams said. 


Abrams also said the FAA officials 


were not so enthusiastic about closing 
O'Hare at night, a suggestion voiced for 
several years by Des Plaines officials 
and legislators.

Bus Line Could Cost City 
Of Des Plaines $1 Million 


United Motor Coach Co. could cost the 


city almost $1 million if Des Plaines de- 
cides to take over the ailing bus line, 
Mayor Herbert Behrel said Wednesday. 


The disclosure was the first indication 


from city officials of the price being 
asked for the bus company, which has 
been In financial trouble in recent years, 
and in January asked to be taken over 
by the city. 


Behrel told the Herald United Motor 


C o a c h officials originally requested 
$600,000 for the company, which was to 
include the land and building at its Des 
Plaines headquarters, 800 E. Northwest 
Hwy. The company's buses, some of 
them quite old, originally were to have 
been "thrown into the deal" at no addi- 
tional cost, the mayor said. 


But now, according to Behrel, the com- 


pany wants between $5.000 and $6,000 for 
each of its 60 buses, which would add 
about $400,000 to the purchase price. 


A FEASIBILITY study, to show wheth- 


er purchase by the city of the financially- 
troubled company Is economically prac- 
tical, may be made by Ernst and Ernst, 
a large consulting firm in Chicago, Beh- 
rel said. 


A city council committee studying the 


Ernst and Ernst proposal for a six-week 
study at a cost of about $4,000 is now 
awaiting additional information from the 
firm before making a recommendation 
for council action, Behrel said. 


A recent survey on the bus company 
situation by the City of Park Ridge has 
indicated interest in maintaining United 
Motor Coach's service which is centered 
in Des Plaines, Niles, Mount Prospect 
and Park Ridge. 


Des Plaines has given United about 


$22,000 in subsidies from its share of 
state motor fuel tax funds. Niles, Park 
Ridge and Morton Grove have also ex- 
tended subsidies to the firm. 


The village of Arlington Heights, ac- 


cording to the Park Ridge report, is only 
served by one Motor Coach route a day, 
which serves only 20 riders a day. 


"Although the community is not par- 


ticularly sympathetic to the financial 
problems of United Motor Coach, the Vil- 
lage considers bus service desirable, if 
not essential," the report states. 


Arlington Heights is encouraging devel- 


opment of commuter bus service to its 
downtown railway station. 


The Village of Mount Prospect also 


hasn't furnished financial support, but it 
is negotiating with United for bus service 
to Randhurst Shopping Center. The vil- 
lage government feels bus service is 
"necessary," the Park Ridge survey 
said. 


Several of the communities surveyed 


by Park Ridge, including Niles, Morton 
Grove, Skokie and Mount Prospect, in- 
dicated they favored a regional mass 
transit system rather than smaller mu- 
nicipal-owned bus lines.

BRANDO ts the underworld don of 


Mario Puzo's novel, which the author 
scripted for the screen in association 
wish Coppola. He makes Vito Corleone a 
man who has reasons for his ruthless- 
ness, an immigrant who avoided being 
manipulated by the American estab- 
lishment by creating his own power dy- 
nasty. 


The film lingers over Don Vito's pro- 


tective feeling for his family and estab- 
lishes a sympathetic feeling for its anti- 
hero through many small details built up 
by Brando. The rituals of the inbred fam- 
ilies — marriage, baptism, burial — are 
portrayed in loving detail by Coppola 


who drew on his own special knowledge 
as an Italian-American. 


In the film set in 1945, Coppola has 


made brilliant use of the washed-out 
tones of color film of the period and was 
meticulous in his attention to period au- 
tomobiles, clothes, advertising signs, and 
music. He made his $6.5 million fiim 
seem like a much more expensive pro- 
duction, 


THERE IS A scarlet skein of violence 


through this R-rated Paramount film, 
but it is integral to the plot and not an 
exploitation of public taste. The film does 
cash in, as did the novel, on the public's 
avid curiosity about the underworld 
elite's way of life — a curiosity once lav- 
ished on Vanderbilts, Du Fonts and 
Fords. 


Outstanding in the cast were Al Pa- 


cino, who gave a subtle performance as 
the low-keyed younger son, James Caan 
as the hotblooded older brother, Robert 
Duvall as the consigliere and Al Martino 
as the godson-singer. 


Much credit is due producer Al Ruddy 


for bringing "The Godfather" to life on 
the screen. He negotiated a truce with 
t h e I t a l i a n-American Civil Rights 
League, headed by an underworld don, 
Joseph Colombo, after the league raised 
$600,000 at Madison Square Garden rally 
to block the production. 


In the course of the controversy, Rud- 


dy's ear was riddled with bullets in Los 
Angeles, but he was not at the scene. He 
also overcame opposition to filming most 
of the footage on Staten Island in an Ital- 
ian-American neighborhood.

SHE WOULD BE the perfect neighbor 


after all... a lot of fun but human too. 


Lois is currently starring with Burt 


Reynolds in "The Rainmaker," which 
opened last week at Arlington Park 
Theatre. She plays the lead role, Lizzie, 
an insecure, quiet girl who so desper- 
ately yearns to be a wife and mother. 
The possibility of remaining an old maid 
tragically lingers as a black cloud over 
her whole life. 


"The form of the play is a romantic

Visiting relatives in Oak Park will also 
take up a portion of her time away from 
the theater. 


But her first free day, Lois did what

An Industry Out Of Tune 


Too Many Musicians And Not Enough Jobs 


(First In a Series,) 


by JOYCE GABRIEL 


NEW YORK - (NEA) -These days, 


it's nearly impossible to escape the 
sound of music. It wafts through eleva- 
tors and banks. It is standard fare on 
almost every point of the radio dial. It 
has made millions of dollars for many 
people. 


But the makers of that music, the mu- 


sicians, are ill terrible shape. There are 
too many musicians and not enough jobs. 


Says Lester Solomon, an official of 


New York Local 802 of the Musicians 
Union: "The situation in the music in- 
dustry is desperate. Government sub- 
sidies, at this point, are pie in the sky. 
Because of the recession, employment is 
down, Way down." 


Many musicians are either out of work 


or are supplementing substantially di- 
minished incomes by moonlighting in 
other fields. Although well-established 
musicians are still making money (top 
men collect as much as $60,000 a year), 
their number is small. 


AND EVEN THESE highly regarded 


professionals are being offered fewer 
jobs, which means there is little chance 
of jobs they refuse filtering down to mu- 
sicians on levels below them. 


Symphony orchestras, some 1,200 in 


the country and of these only 100 consid- 
ered major, are having severe financial 
problems. Attendance at concerts is 
down, private contributions aren't as 
plentiful and government funds allocated 
to symphonies are hard to get and mea- 
ger when gotten. 


Big symphonies are big business. It 


takes from $3 to $5 million a year to keep 
them operational. 


Where is the money coming from? 
It isn't, always. 
Last spring, for example, the Kansas 


City Symphony Orchestra was forced to 
stop giving concerts due to lack of funds. 
They have raised enough to perform a 
22-week schedule this season, but if or 
where future funds will come from is not 
known. 


BECAUSE OF A cutback in classical 


records being made, only the largest 
symphony orchestras, such as the New 
York and Los Angeles Philharmonic, are 
still recording. 


An American symphony orchestra mu- 


sician makes $42 per concert. (This fig- 
ure is the union minimum. Some musi- 
cians make considerably more.) The 
Spanish Symphony, when it performed 
here last year, paid each of its members 
$26 — for a week of concerts. 


The musicians' union, terming orches- 


tras from other countries a "foreign in- 
vasion," is trying to arouse both govern- 
ment and public opinion against foreign 
orchestras performing here. The union 
wants the work for its unemployed mem- 
bers. 


Union spokesman Solomon defended 


the $42 per concert rate: "How low can 
we go with our rates?" he asked. "Back 
in the Depression, when I was a kid in 
this business, I made $21 per concert. In 
those days, you could live for two weeks 
on that. Today, what are you going to do 
with $42? That won't even pay your milk 


bill for two weeks, let alone your booze 
bill." 


BROADWAY 
BUSINESS is down. 


There are only 12 musicals currently 
running on Broadway and out of those, 
only four — "Jesus Christ, Superstar," 
"Two Gentlemen of Verona," "Inner 
City" and "To Live Another Summer" — 
are new this season. 


In the concert field, names like Rubin- 


stein and Stern still attract large au- 
diences, but lesser known artists and 
n e w c o m e r s have difficulty making 
enough on concerts to meet expenses. 


Why is the music industry in such a 


bad state? 


One reason is that in a recession econ- 


omy, the first thing people give up are 
luxury items. Music is one of them. The 
number of nightclubs (a prime source of 
work for pop musicians) today is a frac- 
tion of those which existed even 10 years 
ago. 


PRIVATE PARTIES (bar mitzvahs, 


weddings, charity balls) are slightly 
down. If the economic slump continues, 


they will be down still more. Big music 
contractors for private parties, such as 
Lester Lanin and Peter Duchin, are still 
busy. However, they are not as busy as 
they were two years ago and they aren't 
employing as many musicians. 


Another factor in the industry slowup 


is the union rates set for musicians. In 
New York, where there are 33,000 profes- 
sional musicians (over one-tenth of the 
300,000 national total, according to union 
figures), the union rate for a three-hour 
recording session, per musician, is $90. 
New York used to be the recording capi- 
tal of the world. It isn't today. Record 
producers are going to other countries to 
record, notably to England, where labor 
costs are one-third less. 


CONSIDER THE CDS! to the record 


producer. According to a spokesman for 
Musicians Local 802 in New York, a 
three-hour recording .session is allowed, 
by law, to produce only 15 minutes of 
recorded music. 


"We figure it takes about an hour per 


song, to record," he said. "Each song is 
about five minutes long when it's done. 


So three hours means three songs — fif- 
teen minutes' worth on a record." 


Since popular recordings (classical 


recordings are rated differently) average 
about six songs per side, it costs produc- 
ers $360 per musician per record. 


Even if record producers were willing 


to pay union rates, they couldn't increase 
production. 


"Everyone is in the record business 


these days," said Bobby Rosengarden, 
head of the Dick Cavett Show band. 
"There is too much product. And why 
should people buy records when they can 
turn on the radio and hear the same 
thing for free?" 


THE ADVERTISING industry, which 


used to employ quite a few musicians for 
commercial jingles work, has cut back. 
TV cigarette advertising has been out- 
lawed, cutting off a huge source of ad- 
vertising revenue and jobs for musicians. 
Many commercials are now being done 
with "library" (prerecorded) music, in- 
stead of with live musicians.

TWO MAJOR TRENDS in photography 


were established at the beginning of the 
'20s. These were the realistic approach 
where the camera is used as a precise 
image-maker, and the esthetic, or forma- 
listic approach, where photography be- 
comes a medium to explore form. 


Marie Czach, assistant curator of pho- 


tography at the Art Institute comments / 
on the exhibit, "The '20s parallel the '70s 
as a period of social and artistic unrest 
with photographers then as now seeking 
new directions and alternatives to con- 
ventional representation.

has provoked such a flood (well, at least 
a spring shower) of letters and photic 
calls as the article on R. S. Prussia 
china which appeared some weeks ago. 


In case you missed it, R.S. Prussia is a 


fine European china which is character- 
ised by shaded transfer prints and paint- 
ing, 
often with deep "encrusting" or 


raised floral decor around the edges. But 
the thing that makes it so collectible, it 
seems, is the little marking on the backs 
of the bowls and plates, or on the bot- 
toms of the cups and pitchers, which is a 
stamp showing a red-to-greenish star, 
the words "R.S. Prussia" and an encir- 
cling wreath. 


Many readers reported they had gone 


to their cupboards or attics and dis- 
covered one or more such pieces of por- 
celain. One had a lovely bowl in her 
basement filled with tulip bulbs! Another 
told a sad story of the movers who broke 
the coffee pot of her beautiful three-piece 
set. I have answered all the queries con- 
cerning the china, but 1 think it may be 
well to issue a warning to anyone who 
might consider buying a piece: the mark 
is being forged. 


Wouldn't you think the little old fakers 


would have more to do than put forged 
markings on the bottoms of pieces of 
china, when they could be turning out $20 
bills, or writing fairy tales about Howard 
Hughes? It's true. I was once offered, in 
fact, a sheet of the little decals to make 
"do it yourself" R.S. china, but 1 de- 
clined. 


The old marks are under the glaze of 


the ware, of course, and cannot be felt. 
The new ones would be applied on top, 
and should leave a slight ridge which can 
be detected. 


I have heard that the bogus marks 


may be removed by using a cotton swab 
dipped in nail polish remover, 
but I 


haven't tried it After studying Nie old 
mark it is possible to see that the new 
ones are more brown in color, more 
"crowded" in the printing, and some I 
have seen even have misspelled the word 
"Prussia," leaving out one "s." 


The best protection would be to exam- 


ine all the R.S. you see, to discover the 
type and quality of ware it usually is. Of 
course, if you know a piece has been in 
your family, you can be sure of it, for 
the forgeries are only a couple of years 
old. If you do wish to purchase a piece of 
this china at a show or flea market, ask 
for a money back receipt, and verify this 
arrangement with the show manager. 


A l s o r e m e m b e r , the word is 


"Prussia." R.S. Germany may be good 
china, but it does not command the same 
price, probably because there is no long- 
er a Prussian state. 


Unfortunately, the antiques world is 


confused with fakes and reproductions, 
and one must be careful not to be fooled. 
If you're afflicted with the dread disease 
of antique fever, my advice is to study, 
look, feel, ask questions, and get that 
money back guarantee.

Most wartime memoirs gaudy up the 


author's corner of the battlefield. This 
book lights up World War II. 


Cadogan, the duke's son who earned 


his 1938-1346 position as the top career 
official in Britain's foreign office, was 
small in stature only. He carried out the 
policies of Prime Ministers 
Neville 


Chamberlain. Winston Churchill and Cle- 
ment Attlee and Foreign Secretaries An- 
thony Eden. Lord Halifax and Ernest Be- 
vin. And in the way a good assistant has, 
Cadogan made more than a little policy 
himself; among other things he wrote the 
Atlantic Charter which bears the names. 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt and Churchill. 


But it is his often humorous, some- 


times testy, comments as the man at the 
elbow of power that makes this one of 
most enjoyable as well as one of the 
most important in the library of World 
War II memoirs. Here is Churchill bawl- 
ing out the Cabinet. Charles de Gaulle 
being Gaullist about Roosevelt, and an 
operetta chorus of diplomats bleating 
and cooing as the tides of war turn. Here 
is Stalin surveying vodka drinkers, and 
Eisenhower, MussoM, King George, all 
the captains and kings, all caught in 
memorable moments. — some in the un- 
dress — by a gossipy diarist in the foot- 
steps of Peyps.

In civilized Europe, a protest demon- 


stration ends in the shooting death of 13 
persons. A few days later, a savage mob 
of 30,000 roars in ecstasy as a national 
embassy is firebombed and gutted. 


The place, of course, is Ireland. 
Fitzgibbon, a Dubliner and fellow of 


the Irish Academy of Letters, tries to ex- 
plain why.

17th century when the English first plant- 
ed Scotsmen on Irish soil. Oliver Crom-

And she really plays 
around with "No Where To Run," which 
has some intriguing changes of pace. 


There are a couple of ballads too. She 


does "Wind" and "Desiree." 


The whole album is a very pleasant 


trip back.

He makes 
John Denver's "Take Me Home Country 
Roads" sound as if it were written espe- 
cially for Ford. Ford is best when he's 
smooth and this is real smooth, So too 
with the Band's "The Night They Drove 
Old Dixie Down." 


The best song is probably the title 


tune. It's a tale about a writer of songs, 
told in the first person. Again it's done 
very smoothly. 


Other songs included are "Put Your 


Hand in the Hand," "Okie From Mus- 
kogee," "Mobile" and "West Texas 
Highway."

Community Concert Series 


Virgil Fox, an organist who specializes 


in interpretations of Bach, will appear 
next Monday in the final concert of the 
Maine Township Community Concert 
series. The concert will begin at 8 p.m. 
in the auditorium of Maine East High 
School, Potter Road and Northwest High- 
way. 


Fox has performed on the concert 


stage solo and with symphony orchestras 
throughout the United States. He has ap- 
peared at the White House three times as 
well as performed on nearly every im- 
portant organ in the world. 


As a resident organist for the past 19 


years at Riverside Church, New York 
City, Fox executes his technique on the 
largest organ in the city, designed espe- 
cially for him. It equals a 200-piece or- 
chestra in possibilities for tonal com- 
binations. Christmas Eve and Easter ser- 
vices televised from this church have be- 
come a tradition for Fox. 


He began hs career as an organist in 


his home town of Princeton, 111., playing 
his first church services at 10 years of 
age.

Leaves9 Unlike Anything 


Done Before 


by GENIE CAMPBELL 


John Otuii'c's new comedy, "The House 


of Blue Leaves," is an experience. That's 
certain. 


It's also true that the play now at the 


Tvanlioe Theatre won the New York Dra- 
ma Critics Circle Award for best Ameri- 
can play of the 1971 season and also the 
1971 Obie Award for Best Play, But why, 
I've not quite determined. 


tt's weird and different, entirely unlike 


anything done before .. . but after view- 
ing the production. I'm not even sure 
what I &aw. 


Playwright Guare introduces an unusu- 


al crew: Artie, a pathetic 
composer 


whose livelihood is zoo keeping: a looney 
wife named Bananas who refuses to go 
outside because her finger nails are all 
different lengths: a mistress, Bunnie, 
who freely gives of sex but holds out with 
her cooking: a starlet who loses her 
hearing aid and is forced to just sit and 
smile: a goofy-looking AWOL son with a 
shaved head; and for added effect, three 
raucous beer-drinking nuns. 


THAT'S THE lineup. And the action 


takes place on Oct. 4. 196S. the date the 
Pope came to visit New York City. 


The play unfolds at times like a movie 


set on fast play. It's difficult to digest all 
the movement on stage. Yet much of the 
total effect of the comedy is gleaned 
from the extent of the outrageous behav- 
ior. 


Quite satirical in nature, one message 


is evident. Guare pokes fun at anything 
considered sacred today in our society. 


The fact that all the outlandish action 


docs take place on the day the Pope ar- 
rives in New York is only one indication. 


THE PLAY is a novelty and the dialog 


quite ingenious. It's funny to those who 
are not easily offended. "The House of 
Blue Leaves" is tailor-made for theater- 
goers who enjoy venturing off the main 
course. 


Acting and directing are superb. I 


can't imagine a better cast choice than 
James Broderick, Irene Dailey and Anita 
Dangler to play the three principal parts. 


Broderick plays the central character 


Artie, a would-be composer who feels 
slighted by success. His ego is boosted 
by a flamboyant outspoken mistress 
played by Anita Dangler. Together they 
plan to go to California and have the 
door opened to fame and fortune by an 
old school chum who is now a famous 
movie producer. 


BUT BEFORE plans can be com- 


pleted. Bananas, played by Irene Dailey, 
must be convinced to go quietly to an 
asylum. Further complications crop up 
when Artie's son comes home, AWOL, 
toting a time bomb to assasinate the 
Pop. Artie thinks he's home to act as a 
choir boy. 


That's all I care to say. "The House of 


Blue Leaves1' is a play to see if you dare 
. . . but not try to explain. No two reac- 
tions can be the same.

It's fitting that Thornridge appears in 


the opening game. 


And it should be very interesting when 


one of the most respected coaches in the 
high school game maps the strategy in 
an effort to sideline the Falcon steamrol- 
ler? 


Vergil Fletcher, head man at Collins- 


ville, has 599 career victories. He goes 
for No. 600 against Thornridge. 


"Sure, we're the underdog but we're 


used to that," says Fletcher. "Until 
recently things hadn't been going that 
well. Our kids have come a long way hi 
the past few weeks." 


Fletcher, who had state championship 


teams at Collinsville in 1961 and '65, suf- 
fered through his worst season last win- 
ter with a 3-10 record. The Kahoks sput- 
tered at the outset this year with only 9 
wins in their first IS games, but they've 
been on a red-hot streak that has includ- 
ed wins over such touted clubs as Quin- 
cy, Alton, and East St. Louis Lincoln. 


"We brought up some young kids last 


year and it showed in the record," says 
Fletcher, "but these kids never quit. We 
were down by 12 at halftime against 
East St. Louis Lincoln and won by 12 and 
we trailed Alton by 13 with seven min- 
utes left and won by a point." 


The key performer for Collinsville is 


Rich Knarr, a 6-1 senior who averaged 25 
a game at guard last winter and is aver- 
aging 25 a game at forward this year. A 
neck injury bothered Knarr early in the 
campaign, but he has been red-hot in the 
surge to the state, averaging 30 a game 
during the winning streak with 35 (25 in 
the second half) in the upset over ranked 
East St. Louis Lincoln. He had 29 Tues- 
day in the win over towering Mascoutah. 


Junior Bob Bone, a fine guard, com- 


plements Knarr in the scoring depart- 
ment, and this 5-11 junior popped in 50 in 
two sectional tourney appearances. 


Then there's Thornridge. 
They'll trot out three All-Staters today 


in guards Quinn Btickner (fi-3) and Mike 
Bonczyk (5-11) and center Boyd Batts (6- 
7). It's not that the two other starters 
aren't deserving of All-State status, but it 
would look a little ridiculous to have all 
five make it. Or would it? 


Buckner, of course, is the team leader. 


He averages 24, dishes out assists, steals 
passes, etc. etc. He's cool, quiet, decep- 
tively strong and aggressive with the po- 
ker face and the stamina of a John Hav- 
licek. 


"Buckner has great concern for other 


people," says Thornridge coach Ron Fer- 
guson. "He challenges his teammates to 
improve. His mere presence is worth so 
much." 


Bonczyk holds every school record for 


assists and although he doesn't score 
much, he can hit from the outside. Batts 
scores well but is streaky, and moody. 
He's a fierce rebounder, not a super de- 
fensive player as far as position, but he 
does the job on the boards and is a great 
intimidator, 


Greg Rose (C-3) and Ernie Dunn (B-l) 


round out the starting five, and they're 
extremely quick, great junipers, with 
scoring potential. Rose is a- defensive 
whiz. 


"We keep worrying we're going to 


have that one bad game," says Fergu- 
son, "and we've been playing to keep 
from losing, rather than to win. We just 
have to play our own game."

team Tuesday in the "Super." 


Primarily responsible for each of those 


last three victories has been 5-11 senior 
guard Joe Wharton, a go-go-go per- 
former who should delight the state tour- 
ney crowd. 


Wharton has been the hero in each of 


the Wildkits' last three pressure-packed 
victories. He loves to shoot and Bur- 
master doesn't restrict him. 


"Joe's a great shooter and he has my 


permission to fire any time he crosses 
the midcourt line if he doesn't have a 
'hand in his face," says Burmaster. "I've 
always had confidence in his shooting, 
but he has had problems defensively. 
He's a very high strung young man." 


This Evanston team In no way resem- 


bles the 1968 powerhouse but it is very 
similar to the 1964 Wildkit club that 
reached the Sweet' Sixteen under Bur- 
master. They're very quick, they hit the 
boards well despite a lack of over- 
powering size, and they have a solid 
bench.

Burmaster has started different line-

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Scott Suit Attcicks Milk Monopoly 


by LEA TONKIN 


A milk price increase a year ago and 


numerous complaints about rising milk 
costs triggered a lengthy investigation by 
the Illinois Atty. Gen. William J. Scott's 
antitrust division. 


This led to a class action suit filed in 


federal district court this week by Scott, 
attacking a giant milk monopoly that 
supplies most of the milk, raw milk and 
milk products to the Chicago regional 
marketing area. 


Scott said this control enables the five 


a«oelstif""! r-med as defendants to 
skim a few cents a gallon off the price 
consumers pay for milk, above the price 
set by the federal milk market adminis- 
trator. 


This extra money then is funneled into 


a "superpool" to finance the defendants' 
allegedly Illegal activities. Scott said. 


MARTIN BURNS, an attorney repre- 


senting the Associated Milk Producers, 


Inc., one of the five defendant organiza- 
tions, said, "We have not monopolized 
the market and we have not tried to mo- 
nopolize the market. Prices are set by 
the Department of Agriculture and the 
additional charge is authorized by state 
and federal statutes." 


He said the Central Milk Products Co- 


operatives, to which his organization be- 
longs, includes about 90 per cent of the 
dairy farmers in the Chicago regional 
marketing area. Commenting on Scott's 
charge that farmers are forced to join 
the giant cooperatives, Burns said farm- 
ers are free to cancel their contract with 
the cooperative on a yearly basis. 


Sixteen counties in northern Illinois, in- 


cluding Lake, Cook, DuPage, Will and 
McHenry are in the Chicago marketing 
region. Several counties in Wisconsin 
also are in the region. 


THE MOST RECENT increase in the 


region's milk prices took place in Febru-

ary and amounted to an additional two 
or three cents a gallon. 


Scott filed the suit on behalf of the 


State of Illinois and the cities and school 
districts in the greater Chicago area (ac- 
counting for the purchase of more than 
36 million pounds of milk and milk prod- 
ucts a year). 


Defendants include four cooperative or- 


ganizations: Associated Milk Producers, 
Inc., and Central Milk Products Coopera- 
tives, both of 8550 W. Bryn Mawr, Chi- 
cago; Central Milk Sales Agency, St. 
Paul, Minn.; Associated Reserve Stand- 
by Pool Cooperative, Madison, Wis.; and 
a trade association whose members are 
major dairies serving the Chicago mar- 
ket, Associated Milk Dealers, Inc. 


Officers and directors of the associ- 


ations also named as defendants include 
John E. Butterbrodt, A. L. McWilliams, 
Robert J. .Van Liere and William H. 
Cope, all of Chicago. 


Scott said his action is designed to help 


individual farmers as well as consumers. 
These farmers gain little if any income 
from their association with the large co- 
operatives he said. He asked that the de- 
fendant cooperatives be dissolved and 
enjoined from engaging in a similar con- 
spiracy. 


"We are not attacking the local cooper- 


atives," said Edwin Thomas, Illinois as- 
sistant attorney general in the antitrust 
division. He and assistant attorney gen- 
eral Robert Skirnick presented the case. 
"We are talking about the huge multi- 
state cooperatives the local cooperatives 
were forced to join," he said. 


The 40,000-member Associated Milk 


Producers recently was charged by the 
Justice Department with monopolizing 
the sale of milk produced by dairy farm- 
ers in 14 states. Its membership includes 
Illinois dairy farmers and those in states 
ranging from Minnesota to Texas. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — After a week of hos- 


pital tests for possible arthritis or rheu- 
matism (negative) my doctor said my 
blood had a high sedimentation rate. 
What effect does this have on one's 
health and what can be done to lower it? 


Dear Reader — The sedimentation rate 


is a very nonspecific test. If you put 
something in the blood to keep it from 
clotting, the red blood cells will gradu- 
ally settle to the bottom of the tube. 
Hence, the term sedimentation rate. As 
the cells begin to settle, the clear fluid or 
plasma is left at the top of the tube. The 
reading on the sedimentation rate is read 
by the height of the column of clear fluid 
above the red cells that forms fn one 
hour. 


The cells fall or form a sediment more 


rapidly in the presence of infections. This 
can be anything from pneumonia to a 
prostate infection. The sedimentation 
rate is also increased in the presence of 
a recent heart attack, rheumatoid arth- 
ritis, rheumatic fever, and even in the 
presence of cancer. 


The rate will actually change during 


the course of an illness and these 
changes are sometimes used in guiding 
the therapy. The test has been used to 
tell how soon patients could be gotten out 
of bed when they had rheumatic fever. 
As the rheumatic activity subsides, the 
sedimentation rate returns to normal and 


the patient can be allowed to get out of 
bed to resume more normal activity. 
Treatment depends on the cause. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Is there such a thing 


as a heart cough? I am recovering from 
open heart surgery for anatrial septal de- 
fect. Some days are good and some 
aren't. My big problem is the cough. My 
doctor tells me I am no longer a cardiac 
patient. 


Denr Reader — For the benefit of oth- 


er readers, the atrial septal defect is a 
hole between the two upper chambers 
f atria) of the heart and it allows mixing 
of oxygenated (red) and unoxygenated 
(blue) blood. This is a birth defect of the 
heart. Surgeons correct this by closing 
the hole. Then circulation proceeds nor- 
mally. 


Yes, there is such a thing as a heart 


cough, but with successful surgery be- 
hind you it is unlikely that you have that 
problem. A person who has fluid in the 
lungs often has a cough. 


You may have some irritation or in- 


flammation of your lungs left over from 
the anesthetic and surgery plus the care 
you received after surgery. If this is the 
case it should gradually disappear.

they are 18 years old," the staff advisor 
explained. Chapters of "Campus Gold" 
exist on college campuses across the na- 
tion for Girl Scouts pursuing higher edu- 
cations. 


"This is the picture of today's scouting. 


How about tomorrow? If the leaders' 
conference turns out the way I hope it 
will, tomorrow's Scouting will be just as 
exciting, worthwhile and fun as today's. 
It will be relevant . . . not obsolete," 
Mrs. Harris said.

Television viewers enjoy ABC's Tuesday "Movie of the Week." 


No, this isn't a repeat of last week's column, which you may recall 
dealt with the tremendous response accorded that network's 
90-minute program. 


However, it was rather ironic that ABC officials should learn of 


the show's audience reaction via an incident that left egg all over 
their faces. In what was, I'm sure, an honest attempt to report 
late-breaking returns from the New Hampshire presidential 
primary, the network pulled a classic boo-boo. 


WITH SHADES OF last year's "Heidi vs. football" flub by 


NBC (a football game was abruptly interrupted so a telecast of 
the child classic could start)., this most recent incident prompted 
vehement viewer reaction. 


Perhaps you were among the many a couple weeks ago, when 


the tensions were mounting during a shoot-'em-up battle on the 
Tuesday movie, "The Rookies." Suddenly, ABC anchormen 
Harry Reasoner and Howard K. Smith appeared on the screen to 
give their election projections. 


It wouldn't have been so bad had the ABC network in New 


York stopped the movie ihere, and 
then picked up where it left off 
following the election bulletin. 
However, the film just kept on 
rolling (to the delight of only those 
control room crew members in New 
York)...and when Smith & Reasoner 
had finished, we were "treated" to a 
cop dying in a stadium ramp way, 
never really knowing what had 
happened during the approximate 
10 minute period the film was off- 
the-air.

It prompted Channel 7 newsman Joel Daly 
to com men ton his newscast that his network had indeed goofed. 
(The newscast started a little late that night, following the Marcus 
Welby telecast which also was interrupted for a New Hampshire 
report, but did not continue "running" in the ABC New York 
control room.) 


Daly agreed with those who contend that perhaps too much 


significance is placed on the New Hampshire primary, including 
that given it by the news media. Good for you, Joel. 


Well, it was an interesting evening...! guess we can catch the 


"mystery 10 minutes*' of "The Rookies" when it's repeated by the 
network, probably this summer. Undoubtedly, another lesson has 
been learned as to what not to do when presenting a show as 
popular as the Tuesday movie.

When the word got out that the ABC Television Network 


was coming up with a show based .on the principle of blind 
dating, always a gamble, it was rated an odds-on favorite to be 
a short-timer. 


That was over six years ago. 
SINCE ITS debut on Dec. 20, 1965, "The Dating Game" 


has probably brought more romantics together than anything 
since the days of ballroom dancing, tandem bicycles and love 
seats. 


How many people have producer Chuck Barns' staff gotten 


together? The statistics are mind-boggling... 


Taking 52 weeks a year and multiplying that by five days a 


week comes to 260 days. Six years adds up to 1560 days, give 
or take a few for preemptions and leap year. Multiply that 
1560 by the eight candidates per show and the total is 12,480. 
Divide that in half, because you've got two winners and two 
losers, and you get 6240 in each category. Right? Wrong! 


"THE DATING Game" was on in prime time once a week 


for three years. 


That means another 156 shows aired. Multiply that by the 


eight candidates per show and the total is 1248. Then divide by

Six thousand 
eight hundred and sixty-four men and women who never 
would have met otherwise and who have been sent on 
chaperoned vacations in the U.S. and abroad. 


Jim Lange, who has hosted the program since its premiere, 


still finds the most exciting part of the show the expression of 
the girl or guy when the date that has been chosen comes 
swinging around the partition. "Sometimes they are elated, 
some near swoon, and some are just plain disgusted with 
themselves for being so stupid." 


He adds, "It's just human nature for people to react in such 


an emotional way. Sometimes I feel sorry for the date, the 
reaction is so obvious, but it's all part of the game." 


According to executive producer-ere a tor Chuck Banis, "The 


show is intended for the contestants and audience to have a 
good time. There is no message per se, but what does evolve 
is a continuous stream of good will between people. The fact 
that 15 marriages have resulted adds to our enjoyment of 
producing the show and makes us proud that we are the start 
of something good. 


"We hope we will be able to bring another 6864 people 


together in the next six years. People need people."

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Sack Refuse Collection Is 
Only A Test, Trustee Says 


A 10-week test of homeowner prefer- 


ence on sack refuse collection that start- 
ed Monday is truly an experiment, said 
Trustee Diane Jensen of Hoffman Es- 
tates. 


No decisions on future collection meth- 


ods will be made until after the results of 
a questionnlare are studied, she said. 


Proposed by the Environmental Con- 


cerns Committee and endorsed by the 
village board, the investigation involves 
about 350 homes in two sections of th» 
community. 


Prior to beginning the test, interested 


residents of each area were invited to 
meet with Mrs. Jensen, environmental 
committee chairman. 


Mrs. Jensen explained this week that 


most home owners present at these 
meetings expressed concern that the 
sack method may be a "cut-and-dried" 
issue. 


"I assured these people that a great 


deal of emphasis will be placed on the 
results of the test as expressed in the 


questionnaire," she said. 


ALTHOUGH THE questionniare form 


has not been determined at present, Mrs. 
Jensen plans to submit forms used in 
several other communities to the Envi- 
ronmental Concerns Committee for con- 
sideration. 


"I feel that the form used in Palatine 


was most comprehensive but we will 
probably study several and cull the best 
from each," she added. 


Tabulation of results is to be done by 


members of the environment committee. 


In the test group of homes in the far 


east sector of the village near Conant 
High School is one sample area. An 
equal number of homes lying between 
Golf and Higgins Road (often called the 
"pie" area because of its wedge-like 
shape) comprise the second leg of the 
test. 


For the duration of the survey those 


living in both neighborhoods have been 
asked to abandon conventional garbage 
cans in favor of sacks of two types pro- 


vided by the village. 


Proper stands, holders and lids have 


also been distributed for the survey peri- 
od. 


FOR THE NEXT five weeks, persons 


living in the eastern sample area will use 
paper sacks. For the remainder of the 
test they will then switch to plastic bags. 


The High Point south area began with 


plastic and will test paper sacks last. 


At the end of the test, each household 


will be asked to complete the question- 
naire. 


Results will determine whether the vil- 


lage may adopt the sack collection meth- 
od, which is thought to reduce the time 
scavengers spend collecting refuse. 


Distribution of sacks and hardware 


was done by village employes, members 
of the Conant High School Youth for En- 
vironmental Salvation (YES) group, and 
Environmental 
Concerns 
Committee 


members. 


Cost of the investigation, as approved 


by the village board, is not to exceed 
Jj.OOO. 


Open Fire Lane Efforts To Be Hiked 


Efforts to maintain open fire lanes in 


various residential areas will be in- 
creased by the Hoffman Estates Fire 
Protection District, 


Concern over cars parked in fire lanes 


during Tuesday's fire at Moon Lake Vil- 
lage apartments was voiced by Deputy 
Fire Chief Ed Kalasa at Wednesday's 
board of trustees meeting. 


Kalasa said a meeting with the man- 


agement of the aparment complex had 
been held and signs stating "no parking, 
fire lane, violators will be towed" will 
replace the present no parking signs in 
that area. 


He said other areas will be inspected 


in the near future to determine if fire 
lanes are adequately posted. 


THE DEPUTY chfef also reported that 


break-in type cabinets will be installed 
there for fire hoses placed throughout the 
building. He said the management had 
reported the hoses and nozzles stolen 
several times, A similar hose outside the 
scene of Tuesday's fire was intact. 


Kalasa said an investigation of the fire 


has revealed at least one person who saw 
17-year-old Cindy Shephard jump from 
the fourth floor apartment to escape the 
blaze. Miss Shephard was seriously in- 
jured in the leap. 


Kalasa said he will try to interview 


Miss Shephard in the next few days. 


At the suggestion of Fire Chief Carl 


Selke, the district's board of trustees de- 
cided to send letters of commendation to 
Hoffman Estates firemen and other fire 
and police units who provided assistance 
in fighting the three-hour fire. 


"I would like to commend them for 


doing one hell of a job," Selke said. 


FIRE DEPARTMENTS from Schaum- 


burg, Rolling Meadows, Elk Grove and 
Streamwood were called through the 
area's mutual aid system, to assist. Po- 
lice and ambulance units from a number 
of neighboring villages were also on the 
scene. 


The trustees also authorized the chief 


to go ahead with installation of five 
phones outside both fire stations. The 
phones will be a "hot line" type that will 
tie directly into the district's fire report- 
ing phone. 


Kalasa reported that construction of 


the district's third fire station will begin 
as soon as plans for a new development 
by the Robin Construction Co. are ap- 
proved by the plans commission. The 
new station will be located on Volid 
Drive and Higgins Road, just west of the 
Moon Lake Village apartments.

The emergency fire reporting phone 


number for the Hoffman Estates Fire 
Protection District has been changed, ac- 
cording to Fire Chief Carl Selke. 


Selke said the new number is 882-2121. 
The change was made so the district 


can be tied into the new Illinois Bell 
switching station to be opened later this 
year. 


Selke said both the old emergency 


number and the new number will be in 
effect until the new switching facility is 
opened. 


Plans are under way to develop other 


means of informing the public of the new 
number, he added. Stickers with the new 
number will be printed and it is hoped 
the new number can be printed in the 
village newsletter.

nance is slightly lower than the one filed 
for 1971, comparisons may be mis- 
leading. 


APPROPRIATIONS ordinances gener- 


ally are overstated by about 20 per cent, 
according to John Coste, village adminis- 
trator. This is because the ordinances set 
the ceiling for village spending, although 
they are not legally binding for minimum 
spending. Villages can spend less than 
shown in the ordinances, but not more, 


The ordinances are based on antici- 


pated expenses, but also must consider 
anticipated revenues. Villages do not 
know for certain how much revenue they 
will receive in a coming year, although 
they can arrive at approximations. To be 
sure the village can legally spend any 
revenue it receives, village officials in 
general usually add a percentage to their 
estimates of income, and appropriate 
funds in their ordinances according to 
the inflated Income figures. 


Schaumburg's ordinance this year Is 


about 10 per cent inflated, said Mayor 
Robert 0. Atcher Tuesday night. How- 
ever, the inflations are in total figures, 
and not In all line items. For example, 
the salaries of the village president and 
clerk are limited each year to the 
amount paid in the year they took office, 
according to Coste. 


Therefore, the line items for those two 


salaries could not be shown at a higher 
level than last year. 


THE 1972 appropriations ordinance to- 


tals $3,614,348, or about $74,000 less than 
in 1971. 


Provided for the engineering depart- 


ment is 171,000. The health department 
appropriation 1$ $44,440. Appropriated for 
the youth development commission is 
130,000. 


One area where a major increase 


shows up between last year's ordinance 
and the current one Is the plan commis- 
sion. The ordinance last year showed 
$14,690, but this year's total is $97,790. 
The major increase results from two 
planning studies. A hospital study ac- 
counts for $23,300, white an airport study 
accounts for $57,500. 


Health Board appropriations dropped 


from $27,965 to $660 in this year's ordi- 
nance, but the appropriation for the 
health department more than makes up 
the difference. 


The appropriation for the village presi- 


dent's office increased by about $45,000, 
but $20,165 of that results from the addi- 
tion at » village Administrator. While a 
salary for the position was provided last 
year, it was only $12,000. Other increases 
stem from related expenses, such as a 
secretary and equipment, and an ex- 
panded contingency fund. The line item 
for central administration dropped by 
half in the new ordinance, with some 
items transferred from that area to the 
section for the president's office. 


ABOUT 170,908 more is appropriated 


for the police department this year than 
was last year. Since divisions in the po- 
lice department section are combined in 
some cases and split in others, com- 
parisons in specific areas cannot be 
made. 


The appropriation for fire department 


administration dropped by $10,000, and 
the one for fire fighting dropped by 
$43,000. Also decreased was the appro- 
priation for fire stations. The total de- 
partmental appropriation is $888,750, 
about $123,000 more than in 1971 


Appropriations for Civil Defense were 


decreased 
from $26,259 last year to 


$18,740 this year. 


Another area of increase shows up in 


the water power and pumping allocation, 
where $80,000 is appropriated this year 
and only $44,850 was appropriated last 
year. Water distribution increased from 
$36,700 to $47,000. 


The total ordinance is to be published 
in a legal advertisement. 


conjunction with Schaumburg's Clean 
Environment Committee (CECj, detailed 
plans for the joint venture.

In addition, members of this sub- 


group, under the direction of Dan Lurey, 
are finalizing a proposed amendment to 
the village zoning ordinance which would 
insure tree planting in parking lots.

Sacred Heart Superintendent Named

The appointment of the Rev. James 


Michaletz as superintendent of Sacred 
Heart of Mary High School in Rolling 
Meadows was announced Wednesday 
night by the Rev. Robert Clark, superin- 
tendent of the Chicago Archdiocese. 


The appointment of Father Michaletz, 


who is currently on sabbatical from his 
position as principal of St. Viator High 
School in Arlington Heights, was made 
last night at a public meeting at Sacred 
Heart called to discuss the future of the 
all-girl Catholic school. 


About 300 parents and students attend- 


ed the meeting two weeks after it was 
announced the Religious Order of the Sa- 
cred Heart of Mary, a New York-based 
congregation, would no longer be able to 
staff and maintain the school because of 
financial problems. 


At the same time, the announcement 


was made that the Chicago archdiocese 
would assume ownership of the school 
and keep it open. 


The position of superintendent has 


three major responsibilities according to 
Father Clark: That of general super- 
vision, community relations and fiscal 
policy. 


In accepting the position, Father Mich- 


aletz said, "I am assuming this position 


as a representative of the archdiocese 
and not a representative of St. Viator. 
My emphasis will be on making Sacred 
Heart of Mary High School a success. 


"I will be here to do everything neces- 


sary to assure the success and contin- 
uation of Sacred Heart. I am not coming 
to direct a temporary operation. As far 
as I am concerned the future is bright 
and the school has many long years 
ahead." continued Father Michaletz. 


Father Clark told the audience a deci- 


sion on the curriculum and student policy 
at Sacred Heart would be made in con- 
junction with faculty members and ad- 
ministrators when they had been se- 
lected. 


A FOUR-MAN committee consisting of 


Father Clark, Brother Pius Xavier, asso- 
ciate superintendent for high schools in 
the archdiocese, and two sisters who are 
currently principals of all-girl Catholic 
high schools in the area, have been 
charged with the responsibility of finding 
a new principal. 


At the request of parents, the com- 


mittee was expanded to include Len Bae- 
nan, current principal of Sacred Heart, 
who announced his resignation in 
January. 


Five religious orders have been con- 


tacted about helping to staff the school

An invitation was also given to mem-

where the caller could hear a ringing 
sound on the phone, but received no an- 
swer. Their tests could not produce a 
similar occurrence 


However the phone company rewired 


the emergency ringing system and is 
continuing to test and monitor all calls to 
the fire district 


The report stated that Illinois Bell en- 


gineering personnel now consider the 
system "fail safe " 


Fire district and phone company offi- 


cials have developed a system for cross 
checking all lines and testing.

Ogilvie- "The power should be used 


with care to control excessive spending 
and to make necessary changes m bills 
to keep them within the spirit of the leg- 


islative intent without doing violence to 
the interests of the public " 


Mathis: "I believe the governor should 


use the amendatory veto power with 
great discretion " 


Q What general approach would you 


pursue to improve the state's fiscal situ- 
ation' 


Generating additional tax revenue, fed- 


eral aid, reducing expenditures, etc 


Mathis: "There will be no tax increase 


during my four years in office I would 
fire all 1,500 of Governor Ogilvie's pa- 


tronage workers. Federal aid is impos- 
sible because the federal government is 
broke. I would eliminate the fat and the 
fraud from each state budget." 


Ogilvie. "The single most important 


step will be to relieve Illinois taxpayers 
of the burden of welfare costs through a 
federal assumption of the costs of this 
truly national problem. When this is ac- 
complished — as it surely will be — state 
government will then have the financial 
means to aid local education and to re- 
lieve the heavy burden on the property 
tax in our communities."

Link ^Troubled Years' 
To 'So Much Growing'

The adolescent years are often re- 


ferred to as the troubled years and Dr 
Joe King, director of adolescent services 
at TiraL»rlawn Psychiatric Center in 
Dallas, thinks it's because adolescents 
have so much gi owing to do duirng those 
years. 


"The adolescent period of time," Dr. 


King recently explained, "is an impor- 
tant period of growth and development, 
so the tasks a person assigns himself 
during this period of time are quite dif- 
ferent from those he tried m any other 
period of his life Consequently he has 
little or no experience to draw from and 
m u c h 
of 
what 
is done is ex- 


perimentation " 


According to Or. King, while adults 


have experience to draw from, adoles- 
cents, when doing a task, must depend 
on the firmness of their childhood foun- 
dation He relates this lack of concrete 
experience and lack of fully formulated 
values with the problems of drug abuse 
among adolescents. 


"Kids get into more trouble with drug 


abuses for several reasons," Dr King 
said, "because they have not found a 
base line or value system about drugs, 
they're suggestible — adolescents are 
sort of group animals — that is they seek 
a let of feedback from one another re- 
garding what's appropriate and what is 
inappropriate behavior 


"All of us," he continued, "as adoles- 


cents and adults think about doing things 


we don't do because we control our im- 
pulses Many times kids have not learned 
to do this and of course, in adolescence 
kids are exposed to many more opportu- 
nities to discharge impulses than they 
were as children so they frequently get 
into trouble for impulsive behavior like 
using drugs or running away " 


Dr. King thinks that a lot of adoles- 


cents who get involved in drugs do so 
because they have not been able to find 
their niche in any other group of kids 
"Frequently kids tell us they weren't 
able to make it as a member of a non- 
drug group and they were accepted by a 
group who uses drug! so they, too, turn 
to drugs for acceptance." 


According to Dr. King most troubled 


adolescents are having problems becom- 
ing autonomous indviduals "I think that 
dependency or over dependency on par- 
ents brews hostility and a lot of kids who 
have hostile dependent relationships with 
their parents are hostile to the world It's 
because of this hostility that they act out, 
and are a cause for concern."

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h Wheeling Band's German Trip 'Olympic' Event?

A News Qnalysis 


The Wheeling High School Band tour of 


Europe this summer will not culminate 
in the band taking part in the opening 
day ceremonies at the Olympic stadium 
In Munich, Germany, according to an of- 
ficial of the United States Olympic Com- 
mittee. 


Arthur Lentz, executive secretary of 


the United States Olympic Committee in 
New York, told the Herald that the clos- 
est the band could ever get to the sta- 
dium would be to entertain the athletes 
In the Olympic Village of Munich prior to 


the official opening ceremonies in the 
stadium, 


The Herald investigated the issue be- 


cause of apparent local confusion as to 
whether the band would actually perform 
in the Olympic stadium during opening 
ceremonies. It appears that the word 
" O l y m p i c s " had been used in- 
discriminately, 
inadvertently 
causing 


some people to believe that the band trip 
would actually be sanctioned by Olympic 
officials. 


According to a band tour brochure, the 


band will actually spend the two weeks 
from Aug. 13 to Aug. 27 touring Germany 


and playing four scheduled concerts at 
various places. Almost the entire trip 
would take place preceding Aug. 26, the 
opening day of actual Olympic com- 
petition. • The concerts would determine 
the winners to appear at the .Olympic 
Village. The bands will be divided into 
three categories according to size, with 
the winner of each category receiving a 
medal and the opportunity to play in 
Munich Aug. 26, according to the bro- 
chure. 


Lentz said the trip and band com- 


petition are not sponsored or connected 
with the activities of the United State 


Olympic Committee and that the com- 
mittee had no hand in chosing the Wheel- 
ing Band to play at the Olympic Village, 
should the band be selected to do so. 


The marching band .tour and com- 


petition involves 13 other bands from the 
United States. 


LENTZ SAID that any awards or med- 


als given in connection with the band 
competition are not part of the 1972 Sum- 
mer Olympics, but are given by the or- 
ganizers of the band tour. 


Lentz also said he will investigate the 


use of the word "Olympic" in connection 
with the competition. 


He added that the committee can grant 


the use of the word "Olympic" to various 
organizations but this does not mean the 
Olympic committee itself is involved. 


The invitation for the Wheeling band to 


take part in the tour and the band com- 
petition was originally sent to Irwir 
Brick, director of bands, at Wheeling 
High School. 


The invitation was extended by offi- 


cials of the cities of Weisbaden and 
Mainz, Germany. The invitation is signed 
by "R Schmitt, Patron, Oberburgermeis- 
ter, City of Weisbaden" and "J. Fuchs, 
P a t r o n , Oberburgermeister, City of 


Mainz/ 


The invitation is also signed by Robert 


F. O'Brien as "Musical Director." 


According to the brochure describing 


the trip, O'Brien, director of bands for 
the University of Notre Dame, has "sole 
discretion" for extending invitations. The 
trip is billed as "Olympic Marching 
Band Tour and Competition." 


WHEN CONTACTED by the Herald, 


O'Brien said he had never seen the 
Wheeling band, but selected the group 
because he knew of Brick's reputation as

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Faculty, Board 
Make Little 
Headway In Talks

The Wheeling Faculty Council and the 


Dist. 21 Board of Education negotiating 
teams met for the fourth time Wednes- 
day afternoon and made little progress 
toward a settlement. 


The council showed up with a list of all 


the items it wished to discuss in the talks 
and laid them on the table with the pre- 
vious procedural proposals. 


The board, as it did at the last meet- 


ing, placed the entire contract proposal 
on the table. The board had agreed ear- 
lier that it would only discuss the proce- 
dural section of the contract at Wednes- 
days meeting, 


There are 28 sections to the procedural 


agreement and the board made changes 
in 16 of them. 


The council and board agreed that 12 


agreements are written in the current 
contract and are "okay." However, the 
council took issue with all 16 of the 
changes for the new contract. 


TENTATIVE 
AGREEMENT 
was 


reached on two of the 16 problems. The 
other 14 proposals will be met with 
counter-proposals at the next meeting, 
March 30 at 4 p.m. 


Larry Halter, spokesman for the coun- 


cil said he believes the next meeting will 
produce many tentative agreements on 
the remaining 14 points. Halter is from 
the Illinois Education Association. 


However, there are four proposals the 


council feels will be hard to change. 
They are: 


=The no-strike clause. 
—The impasse clause. 
—The grievance procedures. 
—The time length of the contract. 
Halter said the section of the no-strike 


clause in question is the statement, "In 
the event the council does not adhere to 
or abide by this provision, it shall be 
liable for any and all damages, injuries 
and costs incurred by the employer." 


"It is also amazing how long the clause 


really Is in this contract, I have never 
seen one this long In my 10 years in this 
business," said Halter. 


THE IMPASSE clause is. causing prob- 


lems because the board would like to 
change the phrase saying who can call 
an impasse. The current contract states, 
"either team can call an Impasse," while 


the new board proposal states, "both 
parties must agree that an impasse has 
been reached." 


Halter said, "This gives management 


the power to veto an impasse." 


Barger answered, "It gives both sides 


the chance to veto impede, but that's 
not the point. If we both lon't agree and 
bring in a mediator, the side not agree- 
ing can hold out as long as possible and 
the talks drag on." 


The grievance section needs to be com- 


pletely reworked according to the coun- 
cil. It needs updating and many other 
changes, 


The final item, the long-term contract, 


may be the hardest proposal to nego- 
tiate. Both teams are holding firm to 
their beliefs. 


THE BOARD HAS proposed the con- 


tract be negotiated for three years. The 
council said it will not go for more than 
a one-year contract. 


"It is not realistic to have longer than 


a one-year contract since every year 
something is changing in the school," 
said Halter. "We are just beginning ne- 
gotiations and the whole business is new 
to us. We have to negotiate yearly to cor- 
rect mistakes and keep improving our- 
selves." 


Barger had different views. "They (the 


council) never want to leave the bargain- 
ing table. We just settle and we are right 
back here a few months later. We don't 
have time to react to the current con- 
tract and we are negotiating a new one," 
said Barger afterwards. 


The council team took a caucus after 


discussing the board proposals and de- 
cided it needed more time before it could 
come back with any counter-proposals.

4,000 Expected At Rally 
To Protest Wheel Tax 


At least 4,000 persons are expected to 


attend a rally at 1 p.m. Saturday in Ar- 
lington Heights to protest the new vehicle 
tax on residents and businesses in unin- 
corporated Cook County, according to 
Jack Gilligan, one of the rally's organ- 
izers. 


Gilligan,.of the Prospect Heights Im- 


provement Association said, "We are ex- 
pecting a minimum of 4,000 people at the 
rally at Hersey High School (1900 E. 
Thomas Rd.) and maybe more if the 
weather is good." 


The rally was planned at a meeting 


two weeks ago by several homeowners 
groups in unincorporated areas of Wheel- 
ing, Schaumburg, EJk Grove and Pala- 
tine townships, headed by the PHIA. The 
rally will be held in cooperation with the 
Taxpayers Protest Committee of Cook 
County Inc., which is helping organize 
similar rallies throughout the county. 


At the meeting it was decided that the 


homeowners should band together to de- 
feat the tax, which is imposed only in 


unincorporated areas with the money go- 
ing into the general county fund. 


THE CAMPAIGN includes a lawsuit 


challenging the tax on constitutional 
grounds, as well as rallies, telephone and 
letter-writing activities. 


"The main reason for the rally is to 


impress the Cook County Board and reg- 
ister our firm objections to the vehicle 
tax," 
Gilligan said. "The 
more people 


who turn out, the more effective the pro- 
test will be." 


"We think the tax is unpopular and dis- 


criminating and the rally is one way 
people in unincorporated areas can show 
they are upset," he said. 


Richard Hechler, TPC president, said 


two petitions will be circulated at the ral- 
ly. One asks the county board to repeal 
the vehicle tax. The second petition goes 
to local legislators asking them to push 
for an early referendum on the home 
rule provision of the 1970 Illinois Con- 
stitution under which the vehicle tax was 
invoked.

Brushing aside threats of a possible

'Stronger Enforcement Needed'

Enter Strike Chamber Hears Hanrahan 
At Honeywell

Federal mediators have stepped into 


the contract dispute between union and 
management at the Honeywell plant in 
Ailington Heights, but chances for an im- 
mediate settlement of the 11-day-old 
strike seem dim. 


Federal mediators held a meeting 


Monday with Honeywell management 
and United Electrical Union Local 1114 
representatives but no agreement was 
reached over a new union contract. 


Donald Baron, director of Honeywell 


production, said Wednesday "the parties 
are still pretty far apart," adding that 
another meeting with federal officials is 
scheduled this Friday. 


Local 1114 Business Mgr. Michael Kar- 


pa said yesterday "we're just as far 
apart as the day we went out." 


But. according to Baron, "The com- 


pany has the final offer on the table." 
Honeywell officials have said the new 
contract offers the maximum wage in- 
crease allowed under federal wage-price 
guidelines and major improvements in 
insurance and pension benefits. 


THE UNION rejected the contract 


nearly two weeks ago, charging the offer 
lacked adequate fringe benefits and 
there are unresolved problems. 


More than SSo workers have been on 


strike and all production at the plant at 
lano W. Dundee, has been halted. 


However. R. W. Moe, vice president of 


operations, of Honeywell's commercial 
division, said some products are now 
being shipped fi oni the Arlington Heights 
plant to Honeywell customers all over 
the county "We are obligated to do this 
to meet contractual commitments made 
months ago." Moe said. 


In the lone incident during the strike, a 


picket was arrested by Arlington Heights 
police Tuesday, when he allegedly at- 
tempted to stop a non-union delivery 
tutck as it was leaving the Honeywell 
plant 


John Holmes of Carpentersville was 


charged w ith obstructing a police officer. 


; Arlington Heights police said strikers 


struck the police escort car and the truck 


: with rocks and snow and disobeyed an 


order to allow the truck to pass. 


SALARIED EMPLOYES continue to 


wotk at the plant which produces tem- 
perature controls, building automation 


! systems and fire and security detectors. 


Honeywell's last union strike was in 


1961 at its Morton Grove plant, but lasted 
only nine days before a settlement was 
reached. All of the company's com- 
mercial factory operations were consoli- 
dated at the Arlington Heights facility 
last >eai.

Is Wheeling Band's German Trip 'Olympic' Event?

The Wheeling High School Band tour of 


Europe this summer will not culminate 
in the band taking part in the opening 
day ceremonies at the Olympic stadium 
in Munich, Germany, according to an of- 
ficial of the United States Olympic Com- 
mittee. 


Arthur Lentz, executive secretary of 


the United States Olympic Committee in 
New York, told the Herald that the clos- 
est the band could ever get to the sta- 
dium would be to entertain the athletes 
in the Olympic Village of Munich prior to 


the official opening ceremonies in the 
stadium. 


The Herald investigated the issue be- 


cause of apparent local confusion as to 
whether the band would actually perform 
in the Olympic stadium during opening 
ceremonies, It appears that the word 
' ' O l y m p i c s " had been used in- 
discriminately, 
inadvertently 
causing 


some people to believe that the band trip 
would actually be sanctioned by Olympic 
officials. 


According to a band tour brochure, the 


band will actually spend the two weeks 
from Aug. 13 to Aug. 27 touring Germany 


and playing four scheduled concerts at 
various places. Almost the entire trip 
would take place preceding Aug. 26, the 
opening day of actual Olympic' com- 
petition. The concerts would determine 
the winners to appear at the Olympic 
Village. The bands will be divided into 
three categories according to size, with 
the winner of each category receiving a 
medal and the opportunity to play in 
Munich Aug. 26, according to the bro- 
chure. 


Lentz said the trip and band com- 


petition are not sponsored or connected 
with the activities of the United State 


Olympic Committee and that the com- 
mittee had no hand in chosing the Wheel- 
ing Band to play at the Olympic Village, 
should the band be selected to do so. 


The marching band tour and com- 


petition involves 13 other bands from the 
United States. 


LENTZ SAID that any awards or med- 


als given in connection with the band 
competition are not part of the 1972 Sum- 
mer Olympics, but are given by the or- 
ganizers of the band tour. 


Lentz also said he will investigate the 


use of the word "Olympic" in connection 
with the competition. 


He added that the committee can grant 


the use of the word "Olympic" to various 
organizations but this does not mean the 
Olympic committee itself is involved. 


The invitation for the Wheeling band to 


take part in the tour and the band com- 
petition was originally sent to Irwin 
Brick, director of bands, at Wheeling 
High School. 


The invitation was extended by offi- 


cials of the cities of Weisbaden and 
Mainz, Germany. The invitation is signed 
by "R Schmitt, Patron, Oberburgermeis- 
ter, City'of Weisbaden" and "J. Fuchs, 
P a t r o n , Oberburgermeister, City of 


Mainz. 


The invitation is also signed by Robert 


F. O'Brien as "Musical Director." 


According to the brochure describing 


the trip, O'Brien, director of bands for 
the University of Notre Dame, has "sole 
discretion" for extending invitations. The 
trip is billed as "Olympic Marching 
Band Tour and Competition." 


WHEN CONTACTED by the Herald, 


O'Brien said he had never seen the 
Wheeling band, but selected the group 
because he knew of Brick's reputation as

4th Negotiation Session 
Faculty, Board 
Make Little 
Headway In Talks 


by RICH HONACK 


The Wheeling Faculty Council and the 


Dist. 21 Board of Education negotiating 
teams met for the fourth time Wednes- 
day afternoon and made little progress 
toward a settlement. 


The council showed up with a list of all 


the items it wished to discuss in the talks 
and laid them on the table with the pre- 
vious procedural proposals. 


The board, as it did at the last meet- 


Ing, placed the entire contract proposal 
on the table. The board had agreed ear- 
lier that it would only discuss the proce- 
dural section of the contract at Wednes- 
days meeting. 


There are 28 sections to the procedural 


agreement and the board made changes 
in 16 of them. 


The council and board agreed that 12 


agreements are written in the current 
contract and are "okay." However, the 
council took issue with all 16 of the 
changes for the new contract. 


TENTATIVE 
AGREEMENT 
was 


reached on two of the 16 problems. The 
other 14 proposals will be met with 
counter-proposals at the next meeting, 
March 30 at 4 p.m. 


Larry Halter, spokesman for the coun- 


cil said he believes the next meeting will 
produce many tentative agreements on 
the remaining 14 points. Halter is from 
the Illinois Education Association. 


However, there are four proposals the 


council feels will be hard to change. 
They are: 


—The no-strike clause. 
—The Impasse clause. 
=The grievance procedures. 
—The time length of the contract. 


Haltor said the section of the no-strike 


clause in question is the statement, "In 
the event the council does not adhere to 
or abide by this provision, it shall be 
liable for any and all damages, injuries 
and costs incurred by the employer." 


"It Is also amazing how long the clause 


really is in this contract. I have never 


seen one this long in my 10 years in this 
business," said Halter. 


THE IMPASSE clause is causing prob- 


lems because the board would like to 
change the phrase saying who can call 
an impasse. The current contract states, 
"either team can call an Impasse," while 
the new board proposal states, "both 
parties must agree that an impasse has 
been reached." 


Halter said, "This gives management 


the power to veto an impasse." 


Barger answered, "It gives both sides 


the chance to veto impasse, but that's 
not the point, If we both don't agree and 
bring in a mediator, the side not agree- 
ing can hold out as long as possible and 
the talks drag on." 


The grievance section needs to be com- 


pletely reworked according to the coun- 
cil. It needs updating and many other 
changes. 


The final item, the long-term contract, 


may be the hardest proposal to nego- 
tiate. Both teams are holding firm to 
their beliefs. 


THE BOARD HAS proposed the con- 


tract be negotiated for three years. The 
council said it will not go for more than 
a one-year contract. 


"It is not realistic to have longer than 


a one-year contract since every year 
something is changing in the school," 
said Halter. "We are just beginning ne- 
gotiations and the whole business is new 
to us. We have to negotiate yearly to cor- 
rect mistakes and keep improving our- 
selves." 


Barger had different views. "They (the 


council) never want to leave the bargain- 
ing table. We just settle and we are right 
back here a few months later. We don't 
have time to react to the current con- 
tract and we are negotiating a new one," 
said Barger afterwards, 


The council team took a caucus after 


discussing the board proposals and de- 
cided it needed more time before it could 
come back with any counter-proposals. 


Voters To Decide Tax 
For Ambulance Service 


Lake County Buffalo Grove voters will 


go to the polls tomorrow to decide wheth- 
er to tax themselves to pay for ambu- 
lance service. 


The referendum by the Long Grove 


Rural Fire Protection District, seeks vot- 
er approval to levy a special tax to buy a 
$16,000 ambulance. 


All of the approximately 1,200 homes in 


Buffalo Grove north of Checker Road are 
in the Long Grove Rural Fire Protection 
District. 


The rest of the village is covered by 


the Buffalo Grove Fire Department un- 
der a contract arrangement with the 
Wheeling Township Rural Fire Protec- 
tion District. The Wheeling Fire District 
covers both Wheeling and the Cook Coun- 
ty part of Buffalo Grove. 


BUFFALO GROVE residents can vote 


at the Long Grove fire station all day 
Saturday from 6 a.m. to 6 p.m. The sta- 
tion is at the corner of Long Grove Road 
and Old McHenry Road in Long Grove. 


Long Grove fire district officials are 


asking voter approval of a special levy to 
2.5 cents per $100 assessed property valu- 
ation. 


That means residents whose property 


is assessed at $10,000 would have to pay 
an additional S2.50 in tax to the fire dis- 
trict. 


The new tax would be in addition to the 


regular fire protection tax, currently 7.8 
cents per $100 assessed valuation. 


ACCORDING TO fire district officials, 


the ambulance 
is expected to cost 


$16,000. The district will apply for a fed- 
eral grant to finance half of the $16,000 
cost.

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Salary Increases 
To Be Scrutinized 
At Budget Session

Salary increases for Palatine village 


employes, which may be the key element 
in balancing the 1972-73 village budget, 
will be considered at a third budget 
working session set for 9 a.m. tomorrow. 


There currently are no across-the- 


board raises or cost-of-living increases 
included in the proposed $1.8 million 
budget. However, there are appropria- 
tions made for the regular salary step 
increases included on last year's salary 
schedule. 


It is expected the village trustees will 


work towards giving village employes an 
across-the-board, cost-of-living increase. 
With a $180,000 deficit in the budget, it is 
unlikely raises higher than that would oc- 
cur. 


In the first two working sessions the 


trustees have held on the budget, items 
on the proposed budget were gone over 
one by one to determine which could be

Cutting expenditures in the budget was 


considered by most trustees a more ac- 
ceptable method of balancing the budget 
than increasing taxes or imposing a new 
utility tax, as had been proposed by Vil- 
lage Mgr. Berton Braun. 


THE MAIN OBJECTION to the utility 


tax was that such a tax is not deductible 
from federal income tax returns, al- 
though property taxes are deductible. 


Instead, trustees seemed to favor in- 


creasing the sewer rate charged quarter- 
ly to Palatine residents, which could gen- 
erate a maximum of $45,000 if the rate 
were doubled, 


Braun, however, told the board at the 


second working session that doubling the 
sewer charge would have "a greater im- 
pact on the homeowner than the utility 
tax." He said that with a 5 per cent utili- 
ty tax, the real estate tax rate per Pala- 
tine resident would be lowered. 


About 90 per cent of the cost of a 


doubled sewer rate would be carried by 
the single-family 
homeowner, Braun 


said. The utility tax would be distributed 
more among all residents of Palatine, 
with about 40 per cent of the burden on 
homeowners and the rest on apartment 
dwellers, business and industry. 


Braun presented revised budget figures 


to the village board this week based on 
the discussions at the first, working ses- 
sion. . 


By balancing additional revenues gen- 


erated with the sewer rate increase 
against the cuts in expenditures 
pro- 


posed, he came up with a deficit of 
$37,531, much less than the original 
$150,000, However, this figure does no 
r e p r e s e n t any salary adjustments 
through raises. 


AMONG THE items considered at the 


second session for possible cutting in the 
village budget was elimination of the fi- 
nancing of the village band to save about 
$2,000. Two-thirds of the financing of the 
band has in the past come from village 
funds while one-third was from the park 
district. 


The proposed cut for the band does not 


include cutting payment on the village 
bandshell. Trustees said they 
would 


make the final two payments on the 
bandshell. 


Trustees also agreed not to allocate the 


$4,100 as had been requested by the 
Northwest Opportunity Center to help 
meet its expenses this year. 


Other cuts being considered by the 


board are laying off of two new police- 
men, decreasing the number of police 
cadets, no purchase of one new police 
car, discontinuing the village tree-plant- 
ing program and a personnel cut in the 
street department and the health depart- 
ment. 


Cuts in services have been strongly op- 


posed by Palatine environmental health 
director Richard Dawson and the Envi- 
ronmental Control Board, 


"This village has taken the initiative in 


many environmental areas," Dawson 
said. "You can't take five steps forward 
and then five steps backwards." 


He said he feared budget cuts would 


reduce the health department to "just a 
reactive agency rather than an active 
one."

Rev. James Michaletz 
Name Sacred Heart Superintendent

The appointment of the Rev. James 


Michaletz as superintendent of Sacred 
Heart of Mary High School in Rolling 
Meadows was announced Wednesday 
night by the Rev. Robert Clark, superin- 
tendent of the Chicago Archdiocese. 


The appointment of Father Michaletz, 


who is currently on sabbatical from his 
position as principal of St. Viator High 
School in Arlington Heights, was made 
last night at a public meeting at Sacred 
Heart called to discuss the future of the 
all-girl Catholic school. 


About 300 parents and students attend- 


ed the meeting two weeks after it was 
announced the Religious Order of the Sa- 
cred Heart of Mary, a New York-based 
congregation, would no longer be able to 
staff and maintain the school because of 
financial problems. 


At the same time, the announcement 


was made that the Chicago archdiocese 
would assume ownership of the school 
and keep it open. 


The position of superintendent has 


three major responsibilities according to 
Father Clark: That of general super- 
vision, community relations and fiscal 
policy. 


aletz said, "I am assuming this position 
as a representative of the archdiocese 
and not a representative of St. Viator. 
My emphasis will be on making Sacred 
Heart of Mary High School a success. 


"I will be here to do everything neces- 


sary to assure the success and contin- 
uation of Sacred Heart. I am not coming 
to direct a temporary operation. As far 
as I am concerned -the future is bright 
and the school has many long years 
ahead." continued Father Michaletz. 


Father Clark told the audience a deci- 


sion on the curriculum and student policy 
at Sacred Heart would be made in con- 
junction with faculty members and ad- 
ministrators when they had been se- 
lected. 


A FOUR-MAN committee consisting of 


Father Clark, Brother Pius Xavier, asso- 
ciate superintendent for high schools in 
the archdiocese, and two sisters who are 
currently principals of all-girl Catholic 
high schools in the area, have been 
charged with the responsibility of finding 
a new principal. 


At the request of parents, the com- 


mittee was expanded to include Len Bae- 
nan, current principal of Sacred Heart, 
w h o announced his resignation in 
January.

An invitation was also given to mem- 


bers of the religious order of the Sacred 
Heart of Mary, which has wholly owned- 
and-operated the school since 1961, to 
stay on.

It stated the faculty deplored the prac- 
tice of not hiring priests currently in- 
active because of the feeling they are un- 
fit. Several teachers and Baenan, are 
former priests. 


Speaking on the issue, Baenan said he 


resigned as principal in hopes this would 
speed the archdiocese's decision about 
taking over the operation of the school. 
He said, should he decide to apply for the 


position of principal under the new setup, 
he hopes he would be judged on his quali- 
fications and love of the school rather 
than his past status as an inactive priest. 


In response to questions about curricu- 


lum, Father Clark said tuition would re- 
main the same next year. He continued 
by saying it would be the kind of school 
where the uniqueness of each individual 
would be recognized, it would be a Cath- 
olic school in the best sense of the word, 
it would be a Christian community where 
freedom, love and faith would be empha- 
sized.

Mediators Step Into Honeywell Strike

Federal mediators have stepped into 


the contract dispute between union and 
management at the Honeywell plant in 
Arlington Heights, but chances for an im- 
mediate settlement of the 11-day-old 
strike seem dim. 


Federal mediators held a meeting 


Monday with Honeywell management 
and United Electrical Union Local 1114 
representatives but no agreement was 
reached over a new union contract. 


Donald Baron, director of Honeywell 


production, said Wednesday "the parties 
are still pretty far apart." adding that 
another meeting with federal officials is 
scheduled this Friday. 


Local 1114 Business Mgr, Michael Kar- 


pa said yesterday "we're just as far 
apart as the day we wont out." 


But, according to Baron, "The com- 


pany has the final offer on the table." 
Honeywell officials have said the new 
contract offers the maximum wage in- 
crease allowed under federal wage-price 
guidelines and major improvements in 
insurance and pension benefits. 


THE UNION rejected the contract 


nearly two weeks ago, charging the offer 
lacxed adequate fringe benefits and 
there are unresolved problems. 


More than 550 workers have been on 
strike and all production at the plant at 
1500 W. Dundee, has been halted.

LOCAL FUNDING, Meyer said, will 


probably come from the city's corporate 
fund or from motor fuel tax revenues.

Meyer discounted the possibility of a 


special assessment against property own- 
ers along Kirchoff as a means of paying 
the city's share of the improvements. He 
said, however, that the city "will try to 
get the business people in the city to par- 
ticipate (in the financing of the project). 
We think they are aware that these im- 
provements would be in their own inter- 
est." 


Tentative plans include installation of 


street lights in four directions from the 
intersection of Meadow Drive and Kir- 
choff. Meyer said lighting there now is 
poor. 


Other plans call for new curb cuts 


from shopping center parking lots onto 
Kirchoff to improve traffic patterns in 
the area. According to Meyer, poor traf- 
fic flow from the shopping centers is a 
hazard that contributes to about 80 per 
cent of the city's traffic accidents. 


Meyer said the work will be done at 


least partially to accommodate an ex- 
pected increase of traffic through the 
city as a result of the completion of Rte. 
53 between Dundee Road and Interstate 
90.

End Isn't In Sight 
Mediators Enter Honeywell Strike 


by DOUG RAY 


Federal mediators have stepped into 


the contract dispute between union and 
management at the Honeywell plant in 
Arlington Heights, but chances for an im- 
mediate settlement of the 
11-day-old 


strike seem dim. 


Federal mediators held a meeting 


Monday with Honeywell management 
and United Electrical Union Local 1114 
representatives but no agreement was 
reached over a new union contract. 


Donald Baron, director of Honeywell 


production, said Wednesday "the parties 
are still pretty far apart," adding that 
another meeting with federal officials is 
scheduled this Friday. 


Local 1114 Business Mgr. Michael Kar- 


pa said yesterday "we're just as far 
apart as the day we went out." 


But, according to Baron, "The com- 


pany has the final offer on the table." 
Honeywell officials have said the new 
contract offers the maximum wage in- 
crease allowed under federal wage-price 
guidelines and major improvements in 
insurance and pension benefits. 


THE UNION rejected 
the contract 


nearly two weeks ago, charging the offer 


lacked adequate fringe benefits and 
there are unresolved problems. 


More than 550 workers have been on 


strike and all production at the plant at 
1500 W. Dundee, has been halted. 


However, R. W. Moe, vice president of 


operations, of Honeywell's commercial 
division, said some products are now 
being shipped from the Arlington Heights 
plant to Honeywell customers all over 
the country. "We are obligated to do this 
to meet contractual commitments made 
months ago," Moe said. 


In the lone incident during the strike, a 


picket was arrested by Arlington Heights 
police Tuesday, when he allegedly at- 
tempted to stop a non-union delivery 
truck as it was leaving the Honeywell 


plant. 


John Holmes of Carpentersville was 


charged with obstructing a police officer. 
Arlington Heights police said strikers 
struck the police escort car and the truck 
with rocks and snow and disobeyed an 
order to allow the truck to pass. 


SALARIED EMPLOYES continue to 


work at the plant which produces tem- 


perature controls, building automation 
systems and fire and security detectors. 


Honeywell's last union strike was in 


1961 at its Morton Grove plant, but lasted 
only nine days before a settlement was 
reached. All of the company's com- 
mercial factory operations were consoli- 
dated at the Arlington Heights facility 
last year.

Sales Tax Revenue Surpasses Mark 


Sales tax revenue surpassed the proj- 


ected $1 million and reached a record 
high of $1,274,409 in Rolling Meadows 
during 1971. 


A total of $142,223 was received in 


sales tax revenue during December. This 
is the largest sum for a single month the 
city ever has received. Aid. Merrill 
Wuerch Tuesday night told the city coun- 


cil the sum was collected despite the 
opening of Woodfield Mall in Schaum- 
burg. 


The 1971 sales tax revenue surpassed 


the revenue during 1970 by $13,035. 


Mayor Roland J. Meyer told the coun- 


cil it had cost the city $48,000 to $50,000 
to have the state collect the sales tax 


revenue during 1971. The state's collec- 
tion fee is 4 per cent of the total sales tax 
revenue. Meyer further reported there is 
currently a bill in the state House of 
Representatives that if approved would 
reduce the collection rate to 2 per cent. 


The sales tax revenue has allowed the 


city to eliminate all city taxes.

Brushing aside threats of a possible 


nationwide dock strike, the Pay Board 
sharply cut the contract between West 
Coast longshoremen and shipping com- 
panies that ended the longest waterfront 
tieup in the nation's history. By an 8-5 
vote, the board approved a settlement 
that would give the longshoremen a 14.9 
per cent pay increase in pay and fringe 
benefits In the first year of a two-year 
contract. The original settlement would 
have given a 20 per cent pay hike the 
first year. 


President Nixon was on television last 


night to announce his plan for imple- 
menting his longstanding opposition to 
mass busing for racial integration of 
schools without resorting to a con- 
stitutional amendment.

The detention 
of Patrick Kennedy, who has been sought 
by security forces for seven months, was 
the first such arrest of a member of the 
provincial parliament in 15 years. 


More than 150 vehicles skidded and 


crashed into one another on a fog-cov- 
ered expressway north of London, leav- 
ing a six-mile trail of blazing cars and 
trucks and billowing smoke. Nine per- 
sons were killed and 51 injured. 


South Yemeni forces fired on a French 


warship making a friendship visit to 
Aden when the vessel failed to respond to 
Yemeni warnings. Five sailors were in- 
jured in the incident. A communique lat- 
er said both sides regretted the incident.

Communist units attacked civilian vil-

The Wheeling High School Band tour of 


Europe this summer will not culminate 
in the band taking part in the opening 
day ceremonies at the Olympic stadium 
in Munich, Germany, according to an of- 
ficial of the United States Olympic Com- 
mittee. 


Arthur Lentz, executive secretary of 


the United States Olympic Committee in 
New York, told the Herald that the clos- 
est the band could ever get to the sta- 
dium would be to entertain the athletes 
in the Olympic Village of Munich prior to 
the official opening ceremonies in the 
stadium. 


The Herald investigated the issue be- 


cause of apparent local confusion as to 
whether the band would actually perform 
in the Olympic stadium during opening 
ceremonies. It appears that the word 
' ' O l y m p i c s ' 1 had been used in- 
discriminately, 
inadvertently 
causing 


some people to believe that the band trip 
would actually be sanctioned by Olympic 
officials. 


According to a band tour brochure, the 


band will actually spend the two weeks 
from Aug. 13 to Aug. 27 touring Germany 
and playing four scheduled concerts at 
various places. Almost the entire trip 
would take place preceding Aug. 26, the 
opening day of actual Olympic com- 
petition. The concerts would determine 
the winners to appear at the Olympic 
Village. The bands will be divided into 
three categories according to size, with 
the winner of each category receiving a 
medal and the opportunity to play in 
Munich Aug. 26, according to the bro- 
chure. 


Lentz said the trip and band com- 


petition are not sponsored or connected 
with the activities of the United State 
Olympic Committee and that the com- 
mittee had no hand in chosing the Wheel- 
ing Band to play at the Olympic Village, 
should the band be selected to do so. 


The marching band tour and com- 


petition involves 13 other bands from the 
United States. 


LENTZ SAID that any awards or med- 


als given in connection with the band 
competition are not part of the 1972 Sum- 
mer Olympics, but are given by the or- 


ganizers of the band tour. 


Lentz also said he will investigate the 


use of the word "Olympic" in connection 
with the competition. 


He added that the committee can grant 


the use of the word "01>mpic" to various 
organizations but this does not mean the 
Olympic committee itself is involved. 


The invitation for the Wheeling band to 


take part in the tour and the band com- 
petition was originally sent to Irwin 
Brick, director of bands, at Wheeling 
High School. 


The invitation was extended by offi- 


cials of the cities of Weisbaden and 
Mainz, Germany. The invitation is signed 
by "R Schmitt, Patron, Oberburgermeis- 
ter, City of Weisbaden" and "J. Fuchs, 
P a t r o n , Oberburgermeister, City of 
Mainz.

Late Tax Bills 
Will Increase 
School Expense 


Cook County officials have announced 


that property tax bills will be late once 
again this year and local school officials 
are bracing themselves for the extra ex- 
penses that will result, 


The delay, now estimated at about one 


month, will probably cost Elk Grove 
Township Dist. 59 about $18,000 to $20,000 
in extra interest on tax anticipation war- 
rants, according to Arthur Perry, assist- 
ant superintendent for administration. 
Last year, Perry said, the two-month de- 
lay in tax bills cost the district about 
$32,000. 


The extra expense this year results be- 


cause the district must pay one month's 
additional interest on outstanding war- 
rants and probably will have to issue ad- 
ditional warrants in order to have cash 
available for day-to-day operations, he 
said. 


This year, the district had planned to 


issue warrants borrowing 72 per cent of 
the taxes to be collected this spring, but 
is currently running slightly below that 
level, Perry said. Me said the delay prob- 
ably will not force the district to issue 
more warrants than are called for in the 


• budget. 


MOUNT PROSPECT Dist. 57 will not 


have to issue more warrants to make up 
the delay, according to J. C. Busenhart, 
assistant superintendent. Dist. 57 already 
has sold $900,000 in warrants this year, 
anticipating late tax bills. If the first tax 
payment is not made until June 1, Bus- 
enhart said, Dist. 57 would lose $2,250 in 
a month's extra interest on the warrants. 


Prospect Heights Dist. 23 probably 


would have to borrow more money if 
bills are late, according to James Hen- 
dren, business manager. He did not esti- 
mate how much money the district would 
lose because of the dealy. 


Last year Dist. 23 had to borrow addi- 


tional warrants because of the delay. 
"We had to pay 13 months of interest 
instead of the 10 months we expected," 
Hendren said. "Late tax revenues dis- 
rupt the cash flow of the district." 


Hendren said Dist. 23 must have about 


$120,000 each month in the educational 
fund to pay for items including salaries, 
insurance and supplies. "By this time of 
year, we are getting down to the bare 
minimum. We suffer greatly when taxes 
are late. Our district is not a wealthy 
district, and we can't work miracles." 


Area Wants Police Protection 
But Some Don't Want To Pay 


Residents of unincorporated areas of 


Elk Grove Township apparently want 
more police protection, but heads of two 
homeowners associations said this week 
they are not sure the residents will be 
willing to pay more taxes for it. 


The neads of Forest View subdivision 


in Elk Grove Village and Lake Briar- 
wood near Mount Prospect said they are 
not sure how their neighbors will respond 
to & survey being sent out by the town- 
ship on the possibility of increased police 
protection. 


Township officials have estimated it 


will cost about $6 per $10,000 assessed 
value to provide one patrol car for the 
unincorporated areas o£ the township. 
Surveys are being sent out to unincorpo- 
rated areas asking residents if they 
would be willing to support a referendum 
authorizing a tax for the service. 


"We would like more protection from 


the sheriff's police," John Jackson, pres- 
ident of the Forest View homeowners, 
said. "We just do not see enough patrol 
cars from Cook County." 


HOWEVER, JACKSON said he had not 


attended any preliminary meetings dis- 
cussing the survey by the township and 
said he did not know how residents of the 
121-home subdivision would react to it, 


"We do get some benefit because we 


are completely surrounded by Elk Grove 
Village." he said. "That's protection, but 
not the protection we're paying taxes 
for." 


Les Kent, president of the Lake Briar- 


wood Association, said he had taken part 
in the initial meetings and had suggested 
the survey. "People here seem to be sat- 
isfied with their services and I would 
guess they will not be willing to pay 
more for it," he said. 


"We have our share of problems like 


everybody else and some people have 


said they call the police about \ minor 
things and nobody comes," he added, 
"but when I caught a burglar in my 
home we had Cook County police there in 
about two minutes." 


The largest unincorporated subdivi- 


sion, Waycinden Park, which is com- 
pletely surrounded by DCS Plaines, also 
initially approached the township about 
the extra police protection. Now, how- 
ever, representatives of the subdivision 
are negotiating with the City of Des 
Plaines about incorporation of the 500 
homes in the area. 


Besides 
the organized subdivisions 


which will get the survey, other unin- 
corporated areas near Mount Prospect 
and Arlington Heights are being can- 
vassed with the forms. The survey forms 
are due back at the township by May 1.

Emergency Room — Slow To Hectic

The afternoon was off to a slow start in 


the emergency room at Alexian Brothers 
Medical Center with only "little emer- 
gencies" requiring attention. 


Dr. John Donnally, the full-time emer- 


gency room physician at the Elk Grove 
Village hospital, reassured a 4-year-old 
with a head cut as he stitched the wound. 


Nurses presented the boy with a red 


lollipop as he left and returned to their 
routine duties, laughing and joking while 
filling out forms and checking supplies. 


Only two of the five rooms available 


for emergency patients was occupied — 
one by a woman who was having a reac- 
tion to a medication prescribed by her 


doctor and the other by a woman with a 
broken leg. 


DONNALLY PAUSED in the narrow 


cubbyhole that serves as his office and 
the home of the coffeemaker that produc- 
es strong black cofee, then went over to 
talk with the woman. 


Moments later, whistling an uniden- 


tifiable tune, he picked up a reference 
book from the shelf to look up her medi- 
cation and disappeared again into the 
cubbyhole to study the side effects of the 
drug. 


It was Wednesday and Wednesday is 


usually a busy day in the emergency 
room because doctors' offices are closed. 


The patients who come in usually 


aren't desperately ill but go to the hospi- 
tal because they can't locate their own 
doctors. 


"Generally we see the typical cases 


that a GP (general practitioner) sees, 
with some severe trauma cases thrown 
in," Donnally had explained earlier. "If 
a person comes in with an abdominal 
pain and thinks he has appendicitic, that 
isn't strictly a medical emergency, but 
it's an emergencyto him because he's in 
pain." 


Donnally began working as the emer- 


gency room physician 10 months ago af- 
ter 10 years in private practice. The tall, 
easy going man works Monday through 
Thursday from 7 a.m. until 7 p.m. On 


evenings and weekends "Physicians on 
Call," a group of doctors that can be 
hired for such service, handle the emer- 
gency room. 


THE PHONE RANG. After talking 


briefly, head nurse Jackie Carrier, a 
calm, attractive young woman, put it 
down and announced, "we have a pos- 
sible coronary coming in by private 
car." 


"Well, I guess that's better than com- 


ing on horseback," another nurse re- 
marked, knowing the private car coro- 
naries can be worse than those brought 
by ambulance because life sustaining 
equipment isn't available in the car. At

Seek $30,000 
Additional 
Revenue 


The Mount Prospect Village Board be- 


gan looking for an additional $30,000 in 
revenue Wednesday night during the first 
of several budget sessions. 


The trustees, meeting as a finance 


committee, began paring down the vil- 
lage's proposed $5,453,570 budget for 
1972-73. They began a line-by-line review 
of the 94-page document, but made few 
cuts during this first session. At least 
four more sessions are planned. 


Committee Chairman Donald B. Furst 


said that somehow the group must find 
an additional $30,000. Most of the addi- 
tional money, $20,515, will go to finance 
the Community Action Plan, as recom- 
mended by another village committee. 
Trustee Richard H. Monroe mentioned 
the possibility of some funds being in- 
cluded in the budget for setting up some 
kind of trial bus program or for other 
mass transportation needs. 


There were two major areas of con- 


cern discussed at the meeting. These 
were salaries and the Mount Prospect 
Public Library's budget request. 


The trustees agreed with the 5 per cent 


salary increases for employes in the 
clerk's office and the finance depart- 
ment. Salary increases over the federal 5 
per cent guidelines for a secretary in the 
legal department and another in the 
manager's office also met with the 
trustees' approval. 


HOWEVER, when board members be- 


gan discussion of the finance director's 
salary, they closed the meeting for an 
executive session. 


As for the library's proposed budget. 


Furst said the village does not have 
enough funds available to give library of- 
ficials the full $240,900 they are asking. 
With the current library tax levy, he said 
only about $201,520 can be raised. A 
change in the levy, he added cannot be 
considered until September, and even 
then it would not go into effect until fis- 
cal year 1973-74. 


Furst did say his committee will go 


over the library's request in detail with 
members of the library board. He set 
one hour of the committee's March 27 
meeting for this purpose. 


The next meeting on the budget is 


scheduled for Monday at 8:30 p.m. 


Village's Role In 
Abatement Eyed 


Mount Prospect's participation in the 


Northwest Mosquito Abatement District 
currently is being studied by the village's 
Board of Health. 


Paul Garvin, board of health chair- 


man, said his group has not met with 
both officials of the mosquito abatement 
district and representatives of Palatine, 
the village in which mosquito spraying 
was outlawed last year. Representatives 
from Palatine would not like to see 
Mount Prospect also prohibit insecticide 
spraying. 


Garvin said Palatine officials argued 


that the abatement district's program 
was not carried out efficiently. They also 
voiced concern about the pollution as- 
pects of spraying. 


Even if Mount Prospect decided to pro- 


hibit spraying, Garvin said there is no 
way the village can disannex from the 
abatement district.

Carlson. Sarah Ferguson, Jill Starkey, 
Mary Alice Jenks. and Sue McPheron 
are up at Cay's bedroom, they will smell 
smoke. Feeling the closed bedroom door, 
they'll discover it's hot. They must find 
another way to escape! 


Quickly they will knot a length of rope 


around a bed teg. With a chair, they will 
pretend to knock out a (previously re- 
moved) 
window. Remembering other 


people are sleeping in adjoining bed- 
rooms, the will try to rouse them by 
banging on the wall and shouting. 


One by one. the girts will crawl out the 


window and slide down the rope to the 
adjoining garage roof. Next they will low- 
er themselves to the ground.

One project the girls planned was ve- 


toed. They wanted to spend 24 hours in a 
local fallout shelter at Randhurst, using 
only the emergency supplies stored 
there. 


"We were told 'no'," explained Mrs. 


Carlson. "They said if we broke into one 
of the large packages of supplies it would 
be spoiled, and the government is not too 
liberal about furnishing replacements. 
They said they are saving the supplies 
for a real national disaster."

Is WHS Band Trip An Olympic Event?

The Wheeling High School Band tour of 


Europe this summer will not culminate 
in the band taking part In the opening 
day ceremonies at the Olympic stadium 
in Munich, Germany, according to an of- 
ficial of the United States Olympic Com- 
mittee. 


Arthur Lenta, executive secretary of 


the United States Olympic Committee in 
New York, told the Herald that the clos- 
est the band could ever get to the sta- 
dium would be to entertain the athletes 
in the Olympic Village of Munich prior to 
the official opening ceremonies in the 
stadium. 


The Herald investigated the issue be- 


cause of apparent local confusion as to 
whether the band would actually perform 
in the Olympic stadium during opening 
ceremonies. It appears that the word 
" O l y m p i c s " had been used in- 
discriminately, 
inadvertently 
causing 


some people to believe that the band trip 
would actually be sanctioned by Olympic 
officials. 


According to a band tour brochure, the 


band will actually spend the two weeks 
from Aug. 13 to Aug. 27 touring Germany 
and playing four scheduled concerts at 
various places. Almost the entire trip 
would take place preceding Aug. 26, the 
opening day of actual Olympic com- 
petition. The concerts would determine 
the winners to appear at the Olympic 
Village. The bands will be divided into 
three categories according to size, with 
the winner of each category receiving a 
medal and the opportunity to play in 
Munich Aug. 26, according to the bro- 
chure. 


Lentz said the trip and band com- 


petition are not sponsored or connected 
with the activities of the United State 
Olympic Committee and that the com- 


mittee had no hand in chosmg the Wheel- 
ing Band to play at the Olympic Village, 
should the band be selected to do so. 


The marching band tour and com- 


petition involves 13 other bands from the 
United States. 


LENTZ SAID that any awards or med- 


als given in connection with the band 
competition are not part of the 1972 Sum- 
mer Olympics, but are given by the or- 
ganizers of the band tour. 


Lentz also said he will investigate the 


use of the word "Olympic" in connection 
with the competition. 


He added that the committee can grant 


the use of the word "Olympic" to various 
organizations but this does not mean the 
Olympic committee itself is involved. 


The invitation for the Wheeling band to 


take part in the tour and the band com- 
petition was originally sent to Irwin 
Brick, director of bands, at Wheeling 
High School. 


The invitation was extended by offi- 


cials of the cities of Weisbaden and 
Mainz, Germany, The invitation is signed 
by "R Schmitt, Patron, Oberburgermeis- 
ter, City of Weisbaden" and "J. Fuchs, 
P a t r o n , Oberburgermeister, City of 
Mainz. 


The invitation is also signed by Robert 


F. O'Brien as "Musical Director." 


According to the brochure describing 


the trip, O'Brien, director of bands for 
the University of Notre Dame, has "sole 
discretion" for extending invitations. The 
trip is billed as "Olympic Marching 
Band Tour and Competition." 


WHEN CONTACTED by the Herald, 


O'Brien said he had never seen the 
Wheeling band, but selected the group 
because he knew of Brick's reputation as 
a band director 


O'Brien also said that at least four col- 


lege scholarships will be awarded to indi- 
vidual 
contestants 
by 
the 
National 


Educational Scholarship Fund. In the 
tour brochure, the fund is described as 
"a not-for-profit Illinois Corporation," 
and O'Brien is listed as a member of the 
board of directors. 


O'Brien said he believes the arrange- 


ments and approval for the trip were 
taken care of by Dr. Warren Freeman, 
the director of the scholarship founda- 
tion. 


According to O'Brien, Freeman (who 


lives in Connecticut) selected a travel 
agency in Northfield to book the tour and 
accommodations and opened an office in 
that village Most of the bands involved 
in the competition are from the Midwest.

Ogilvie repeated his promise to get an 


effective program of aid to non-public 
schools out of the state legislature and 
through the courts this year. 


Moving to the Lutheran Home and Ser- 


vice for the Aged, Ogilvie spoke with 
feeling about the problems of senior citi- 
zens and some of the proposals 
he 


recently announced to provide tax relief 
for retired persons on fixed incomes.

Defense should agree, the state would 
have first option on acquiring the land.

Is High School Band Trip An Olympic Event?

The Wheeling High School Band tour of 


Europe this summer will not culminate 
in the band taking part in the opening 
day ceremonies at the Olympic stadium 
in Munich, Germany, according to an of- 
ficial of the United States Olympic Com- 
mittee. 


-Arthur Lentz, executive secretary of 
the United States Olympic Committee in 
New York, told the Herald that the clos- 
est the band could ever get to the sta- 
dium would be to entertain the athletes 
in the Olympic Village of Munich prior to 
the official opening ceremonies in the 
stadium. 


The Herald investigated the issue be- 


cause of apparent local confusion as to 
whether the band would actually perform 
in the Olympic stadium during opening 
ceremonies. It appears that the word 
' ' O l y m p i c s ' * had been used in- 
discriminately, 
inadvertently 
causing 


some people to believe that the band trip 
would actually be sanctioned by Olympic 
officials. 


According to a band tour brochure, the 


band will actually'spend the two weeks 
from Aug. 13 to Aug. 27 touring Germany 
and playing four scheduled concerts at 
various places. Almost the entire trip 
would take place preceding Aug. 26, the 
opening day of actual Olympic com- 
petition. The concerto "would determine 
the winners to appear at the Olympic 


Village. The bands will be divided into 
three categories according-to size, with 
the winner of each category receiving a 
medal and the opportunity to play in 
Munich Aug. 26, according to the bro- 
chure. 


Lentz said the trip and band com- 


petition are not sponsored or connected 
with the activities of the United State 
Olympic Committee and that the com- 
mittee had no hand in chosing the Wheel- 
ing Band to play at the Olympic Village, 
should the band be selected to do so. 


The marching band tour and com- 


petition involves 13 other bands from the 
United States. 


LENTZ SAID that any awards or med- 


als given in connection with the band 
competition are not part of the 1972 Sum- 
mer Olympics, but are given by the or- 
ganizers of the band tour. 


Lentz also said he will investigate the 


use of the word "Olympic" in connection 
with the competition. 


He added that the committee can grant 


the use of the word "Olympic" to various 
organizations but this does not mean the 
Olympic committee itself is involved. 


The invitation for the Wheeling band to 


take part in the tour and tne band com- 
petition was originally sent to Irwin 
Brick, director of bands, at Wheeling 
High School. 


The invitation was extended by offi- 


cials of the cities of Weisbaden and 


Mainz, Germany. The invitation is signed 
by "R Schmitt, Patron, Oberburgermeis- 
ter, City of Weisbaden" and "J. Fuchs, 
P a t r o n , Oberburgermeister, City of 
Mainz. 


The invitation is also signed by Robert 


F. O'Brien as "Musical Director." 


According to the brochure describing 


the trip, O'Brien, director of bands for 
the University of Notre Dame, has "sole 
discretion" for extending invitations. The 
trip is billed as "Olympic Marching 
Band Tour and Competition." 


WHEN CONTACTED by the Herald, 


O'Brien said he had never seen the 
Wheeling band, but selected the group 
because he knew of Brick's reputation as 
a band director. 


O'Brien also said that at least four col- 


lege scholarships will be awarded to indi- 
vidual 
contestants 
by 
the National 


Educational Scholarship Fund. In -the 


tour brochure, the fund is described as 
"a not-for-profit Illinois Corporation," 
and O'Brien is listed as a member of the 
board of directors. 


O'Brien said he believes the arrange- 


ments and approval for the trip were 
taken care of by Dr. Warren Freeman, 
the director of the scholarship founda- 
tion. 


According to O'Brien, Freeman (who

agency in Northfield to book the tour and

unit would cost $500,000 to install and 
about $2.50 a ton to use, which is consid- 
erably less than the cost of incineration. 
He said the unit could compact sobd 
waste to 1,800 pounds per cubic yard, 


which is four to five times the density of 
the current landfill operation in Arling- 
ton Heights. 


Patun also reported that an incinerator 


in Hamilton, Ontario, Canada, which was 
recently installed, has a participate 
emission of under .05 grain per standard 
cubic foot of air, which is below the U S 
Federal standard. 


"All along we've been looking for an 


incinerator that meets the federal stan- 
dard, and I think we've found one — 
even though it's in Canada," Patun said. 


In other ECC business, Mrs. Mary 


Schlott, chairman of the conservation 
subcommittee, announced that her com- 
mittee will begin studying parking lots 
and lighting requirements of the village. 


"WE PLAN to look at what we have, 


see what the village requirements are 
and evaluate what's being done and what 
can be done," Mrs. Schlott said. She said 
she will work in conjunction with other 


village departments, such as the depart- 
ment of public safety, which are inter- 
ested in these problems. 


In other business, it was announced 


that April 16 to 22 has been designated as 
Earth Week in Arlington Heights and 
that Mayor Jack Walsh is the chairman 
of the Earth Week steering committee.

license to do so." 


HE IS ALSO charged with "failure or 


refusal to make payments of motor fuel 
taxes to the Illinois Department of Reve- 
nue." 


Stavros has been released on $10,000 


bond. Trial on the charges was set for 1 


p.m. April 4 in the District 3 branch of 
Cook County Circuit Court, 7100 W. 
Touhy in Niles. 


The charges filed against Stavros car- 


ry punishment of imprisonment for up to 
5 years or a fine of up to $5,000, or both.

yesterday the amount of fuel or the 
amount of unpaid tax cannot be deter- 
mined until books and records of the 
farming equipment 
company are re- 


quested by the court. 


The charge involved fuel used in diesel

The charges relate to the period from

The Arlington Heights Plan Commis- 


sion turned thumbs down Wednesday 
night to a request by the K-Mart discount 
store at Golf and Algonquin roads to op- 
erate an incinerator behind the store.

Ogilvie Defends Finances, 
Lauds Local Government 


Amid the azure blue decor* of the Top 


of the Towers, several hundred residents 
of the greater Arlington Heights commu- 
nity of politicians, educators and cultural 
enthusiasts gathered to hear Gov. Rich- 
ard Ogilvie praise their town. 


Midway through "Governor Ogilvie 


Day" in Arlington Heights the charter 
membership of the village's estab- 
lishment met over lunch to pay homage 
to their Republican governor — and in 
the same measure to acknowledge May- 
or .Jack Walsh's new position within 
Ogiivie's state administration. 


Ogilvie took the occasion to speak on 


the very matter which drew Walsh into 
the governor's official family of adminis- 
trators. The governor stressed the con- 
cern of his administration for the needs 
of local government and touched on the 
new job Walsh has as the number two 
man in the administration's Department 
of Local Government Affairs. 


As part of his plan to local govern- 


ment, Ogilvie told the luncheon audience 
that over the past three years commu- 
nities such as Arlington Heights have 


benefitted greatly from tax rebates from 
the state. 


OGILVIE SAID Arlington Heights, for 


example, received no income from the 
state in 1969, but |hat it received $301,000 
in 1970 and $415.000 in 1971 as the vil- 
lage's share of the state income tax. 


"This amount from the state's income 


tax greatly took the pressure off the lo- 
cal property tax," Ogilvie asserted," and 
thus took the burden away from the sev- 
erely taxed property owner." 


The governor also called the attention 


to his program to assist the elderly and 
those on fixed incomes, and finally, took 
a jab at his various political competitors. 


"You hear a lot of grand statements 


about changing the revenue structure of 
this state." the governor said, "but even 
though I agree 
that much can be 


changed in this state, I maintain that you 
can't get too far ahead of the people in 
changing the taxes." 


The governor said he believed the 


state's finances are improving and that 
Illinois is meeting and solving its prob- 
lems.

and a throng of village officials and citi- 
zens greeted Gov. and Mrs. Richard B. 
Ogilvie at the Arlington Heights Munici- 
pal Building yesterday. 


A reception at the municipal building 


gave Ogilvie and his wife, Dorothy, a 
chance to relax before starting their day- 
long schedule which included visits to 
several schools, tours of the Arlington 
Heights Library and Historical Society, 
the Lutheran Home for the Aged, North- 
west Community Hospital and the First 
Arlington National Bank. 


Prior to leaving the reception, Ogilvie 


presented the flag of the State of Illinois 
to Arlington Heights Village Pres. Jack 
Walsh, recently named by Ogilvie to the 
post of assistant director ot local govern- 
ment affairs. 


While the day was designed to give the 


governor a chance to visit local points of 
interest and discuss the implications of 
home rule with local officials, the busy 
schedule left him time for little more 
than a friendly handshake. 


The governor and his wife received a 


• standing ovation when they were in- 
troduced at a student body assembly at 
Arlington High School. 


Pre-empting some of the students' 


questions, 
Ogilvie delivered a 
short 


speech in which he touched on the popu- 
lar topics of pollution, the 18-year-old 
vote, education, prisons and the trauma 
program, 


"I have supported the 18-year-old vote 


since I ran for election in 1968 but not for 
all of the popular reasons. I support it 
because I think you people are better 
prepared at 18 than our generation was 
at 21," Ogilvie told the students. "I think 
it is important you get out and pick a 
party, work within it and learn the habit 
of voting in every election." 


OGILVIE, WHO SAID Congress was 


not moving as fast as the state, briefly 
explained his decision to prefinance the 
federal government's portion of grants 
available to local units to improve their 
solid waste disposal systems. Seventy 
per cent of the pollution of our water- 


ways is due to the inefficiency of local 
systems, he said. 


"Accidental deaths are the largest kill- 


er of young people," said Ogilvie as he 
explained the state trauma program. 
Since his administration began three 
years ago 40 trauma stations have been 
started throughout the state and the fa- 
tality rate has decreased by 600 people, 
he said. 


Citing his experience as Cook County 


sheriff, Ogilvie said he was aware of the 
problems of the penal system. Prisons 
should be a place for treatment and re- 
habilitation and not just punishment, he 
said. In the last three years, he said, the 
number of repeaters had decreased 30 
per cent. 


During a question and answer period, 


Ogilvie was asked about the state work 
program that had been announced in the 
morning paper. He said 5,000 jobs would 
be available to welfare and unemployed 
men and women. "This will involve more 
than giving a person a shovel to lean 
on," continued Ogilvie. 


A question asking, "what's it like to be 


the governor of a state containing the 
honorable Mayor Daley?" raised an up- 
roar from the students. Describing Daley 
as a "formidable opponent and antagon- 
ist," Ogilvie said their interests don't 
parallel as often as he would like. The 
situation is "sometimes fascinating," he 
continued. 


Ogilvie took time out at Arlington High 


to present trophies to gymnasts Craig 
Combs and Doug Law. "I don't look 
much like an athlete anymore but the 
two teams I participated on in high 
school were football and 
gymnastics, 


said the governor who recently trimmed 
46 pounds off his 5 foot 9 inch frame and 
is down to 189. 


Next stop was the Arlington Heights 


Public Library where the Gov. and Mrs. 
Ogilvie went on a tour and then met with 
women representing seven women's or- 
ganizations in the area. 


Queried about legislation he would like 


to see enacted this year, Ogilvie cited a 
billboard ordinance, formation of a state 
electoral board and a program for the 
elderly. 


IN RESPONSE to questions about land 


use, Ogilvie said he favored it but was 
open-minded about how to approach it 
and wasn't sure the Northeastern Illinois 
Plan Commission was the answer. 


"The governor gets blamed for every- 


thing that happens and my feeling is if I 
am going to get blamed I am going to do 
it," he said. 


Mrs. Ogilvie, who claims she 
finds 


campaigning "invigorating" but has a 
tendency to stay in the background, then 
left her husband to visit the Berkley- 
Rand school campus. 


At Berkley the students were more or 


less oblivious to Mrs. Ogilvie and contin- 
ued with what they were doing. There 
were even two "beep, beeps" from stu- 
dents who wanted to get through with the 
overhead projector or milk and found 
their way blocked by the entourage. 


Rand Junior High was a different story. 


One teacher cornered Mrs. Ogilvie and 
got her autograph on a piece of ditto pa- 
per. Before the party moved on the 
teacher had mimeographed off copies for 
the entire class. 


HARD HATS AND HANDSHAKES were a part of Gov. 
Ogilvie's viiit to the ninth floor of Northwest Commu- 
nity Hospital. From the top of the tower the governor 


looked out over the neighboring Nike base, a portion of 
which area mayors hope will some day be a regional 
park. 


MEETING THE ELDERLY residents of the

work for tax relief and increased Social Security bene- 
fits to assist retired persons living on low fixed in- 


comes. The governor had praise for the operation of the 
Lutheran Home and he pledged tougher surveilance of 
nursing homes throughout the state to insure that elder- 
ly residents receive quality care.

xide fumes at a local laundramat

ler Park and Mrs. Bonnie Signore, 620 N. 
Eastwood, Mount Prospect, ran to the 
aid of the mother, who had staggered 
outside the laundramat, and then res- 
cued the unconscious girl from inside the 
building. 


Des Plaines police traced the carbon 


monoxide fumes to a faulty exhaust vent 
at the Rand Coin Wash, 1449 Rand Rd., 
where the mother, Mrs. Juan Perez, 1263 
Henry St., was washing clothes, accord- 
ing to police reports. 


"WE SAW the lady out the window and 


went outside to help her," said Mrs. Ste- 
fanski who works at Mr. Richard's Beau- 
ty Salon, 1453 Rand Rd. 


The two beauticians brought the ailing 


woman into their shop, they told the Her- 
ald, but Mrs. Perez, who is pregnant, 
kept crying "my baby, my baby." 


"I went next door and saw the little 


girl lying unconscious on one of the ta- 
bles and brought her outside and tried to 
revive her until the ambulance came," 
Mrs. Stefanski said. 


The girl was given oxygen in the fire 


department ambulance and regained 
consciousness before arriving at Holy 
Family Hospital. The child and Mrs. 
Perez, who remained conscious, were 
treated and released. 


Mrs. Perez said she didn't know what 


happened to her daughter Esmeralda, jit 
the time. 


"She fell down a few times but I didn't 


think anything of it until she became un- 
conscious and began to spit up saliva, t 
felt dizzy and sick myself but thought it 
was because of my pregnancy" Mrs. 
Perez told the Herald. 


ACCORDING TO police reprorts, car- 


bon monoxide fumes had leaked into the 
basement from a rusted vent pipe lead- 
ing from the gas water heaters of the 
laundramat. The fumes apparently seep- 
ed from the basement through the floor 
of the laundramat, police said. 


On Tuesday night, a 14-year-old girl, 


Kathleen Leschner, 173 N. River Rd., 
was taken to Holy Family after she re- 
portedly became dizzy and sick to her 
stomach at the laundramat. 


At the time, the cause of her condition 


was not known, but police speculated 
yesterday that she, too, may have been 
overcome by the fumes. She is still in the 
hospital and was described by a hospital 
spokesman as being in good condition. 


The shopping complex where the coin 


wash is located houses four businesses, 
all sharing the same basement. 


"About one o'clock we smelled some- 


thing funny. We both felt sick and 
woozy," Mrs. Stefanski said, describing 
Wednesday's incident. 


"THE BARBER next door came over 


and said he smelled gas in his shop and 
called the gas company," she said. Mrs. 
Stefanski said the gas company didn't ar- 
rive until after the mother and her child 
were taken to the hospital. 


Two employes at the Westview Clea- 


ners, 1455 Rand Rd. located three doors 
from the coin wash, told the Herald that 
on Wednesday afternoon, their boss be- 
came ill and dizzy but didn't know why. 
They said he apparently was sick due to 
the carbon monoxide fumes. 


The employes said a gas odor was de- 


tected in the basement two weeks ago 
but no one gave it much thought at the 
time.

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Patrolmen, City Agree To Pay Hike 


Negotiators for Des Plaines police pa- 


trolmen and the city have agreed to a 6 
per cent wage hike, boosting top salaries 
from 112,040 in 1971 to 312,762 in 1972. 


The wage hike agreement, which has

Surveys are being sent out to unincorpo- 
rated areas asking residents if they 
would be willing to support a referendum 
authorizing a tax for the service. 


"We would like more protection from 


the sheriff's police," John Jackson, pres- 
ident of the Forest View homeowners, 
said. "We just do not see enough patrol 
cars from Cook County."

attended any preliminary meetings dis- 
cussing the survey by the township and 
said he did not know how residents of the 
121-home subdivision would react to it.

Council i IMC), the father quickly got a 
non-seasonal job. But after an unsuccess- 
ful two'tnonth search for a place to live, 
the family moved back to Texas, their 
hopes of finding a new home and a better 
life lost for the present.

Breaking that "migrant cycle," which 


locks workers into farm and nursery jobs 
and leaves them dependent on their sea- 
sonal employers for housing, is one of 
the goals of the IMC. The key, said IMC 
organizer dementi Fasci, is housing. 


"We can find jobs for those who wish 


to stay but our big problem is finding 
housing for them," he says. One reason, 
according to Fasci, is that migrant fami- 
lies are large, averaging eight members. 


"WITH A FAMILY that size, you need 


a house or a very large apartment to 
accommodate them, An apartment that 
big would probably be too expensive," he 
says. 


Already, some of the 650 migrant Mexi- 


can-Americans who will work in North- 
west Cook County this year are begin- 
ning to arrive. A total of about 3,000 will 
be seeking seasonal jobs and seasonal 
housing in all of northern Illinois. Of 
those. Fasci says, only half will return to 
permanent homes in Texas. 


The rest will continue to follow the 


crops from state-to-state. Although sea- 
sonal jobs increasingly are more difficult 
to get, it's the difficulties in finding per- 
manent housing (hat often prevent those 
families from "settling out" of the mi- 
grant cycle, says Fasci. 


"Fewer migrants are being hired now 


because farms have become more mech- 
anized and machines are doing the work 
the migrant worker used to do," he says. 
"It's those who just keep moving from 
state-to-state we're trying to reach and 
help them settle out permanently in an 
area." 


THE IMC, headquartered in Crystal 


Lake, has established a program that en- 
courages churches and other organiza- 
tions to "adopt" a migrant family for a 
month. The church or other group pro- 
vides S300 for expenses such as food, 
rent and utilities. During the month, both 
a job and permanent housing are sought 
by the head of the family with the help of 
IMC. 


When it's over, the IMC feels the fami- 


ly should have hatl enough time to be- 
come adjusted to the community and be- 
gin to take care of itself. 


"The average annual income of a mi- 


grant family is $3,000 and with that they 
have no insurance, their children aren't 
educated and the workers don't know 
their legal rights. We're working to help 
those people who want to settle out, find 
jobs and become part of the commu- 
nity." says Fasci. 


Last year, the IMC helped 44 migrant 


families settle in this area, Family heads 
were taught the basics of looking for 
jobs, filling out applications and devel- 
oping special skills. This year, field rep- 
resentatives are traveling to farms, seek- 
ing out workers and offering help break-

ing the migrant cycle. 


"When a representative goes to a 


farm, he counsels the worker about his 
needs and legal problems and at the 
same time offers him a chance to settle 
out. Some would like to, but don't know 
how to go about it," says Fasci. 


FOR THOSE who go back to Texas, he 


says, there are no jobs and nothing to do 
but try to get unemployment compensa- 
tion. 


According to Fasci, the IMC's "adop- 


tion" program is needed to help migrant 
families make the transition from a rur- 
al, paternalistic job and housing pattern 
to self-reliance in an industrialized met- 
ropolitan area. He says the Illinois Mi- 
grant Council is seeking churches or oth- 
er groups in the area to help out and 
urges them to contact the IMC at its 
Crystal Lake office.

In 'The Godfather'

NEW YORK (UPI) - Marlon Brando, 


giving his best performance since his 
early successes two decades ago, opened 
Tuesday night in the film version of the 
best-selling novel, "The Godfather," 
which accurately reflects America's re- 
vulsion-fascination for organized crime. 


Brando and almost all of the cast were 


in New York for the klieg-lighted Broad- 
way premiere, a $100 top ticket price 
benefit for the Boys' Club of New York. 
None of the "five families" so often men- 
tioned in the film, which avoided the 
terms Mafia and Cosa Nostra, was in- 
vited. 


"The Godfather" lifted 31-year-old 


Francis Ford Coppola ("Finian's Rain- 
bow," "You're A Big Boy Now") into the 
front rank of American film directors 
and gave Brando, 47, a role worthy of his 
masterful talents that all too often have 
been wasted by Hollywood. 


BRANDO IS the underworld don of 


Mario Puzo's novel, which the author 
scripted for the screen in association 
with Coppola. He makes Vito Corleone a 
man who has reasons for his ruthless- 
ness, an Immigrant who avoided being 
manipulated by the American estab- 
lishment by creating his own power dy- 
nasty. 


The film lingers over Don Vito's pro- 


tective feeling for his family and estab- 
lishes « sympathetic feeling for its anti- 
hero through many small details built up 
by Brando. The rituals of the inbred fam- 
ilies — marriage, baptism, burial — are 
portrayed in loving detail by Coppola 


who drew on his own special knowledge 
as an Italian-American. 


In the film set in 1945, Coppola has 


made brilliant use of the washed-out 
tones of color film of the period and was 
meticulous in his attention to period au- 
tomobiles, clothes, advertising signs, and 
music. He made his $6.5 million film 
seem like a much more expensive pro- 
duction. 


THERE IS A scarlet skein of violence 


through this R-rated Paramount film, 
but it is integral to the plot and not an 
exploitation of public taste. The film does 
cash in, as did the novel, on the public's 
avid curiosity about the underworld 
elite's way of life — a curiosity once lav- 
ished on Vanderbilts, Du Fonts and 
Fords. 


Outstanding in the cast were Al Pa- 


cino, who gave a subtle performance as 
the low-keyed younger son, James Caan 
as the hotblooded older brother, Robert 
Duvall as the consigliere and Al Martino 
as the godson-singer. 


Much credit is due producer Al Ruddy 


for bringing "The Godfather" to life on 
the screen. He negotiated a truce with 
t h e I t a l i a n-American Civil Rights 
League, headed by an underworld don, 
Joseph Colombo, after the league raised 
$600,000 at Madison Square Garden rally 
to block the production. 


In the course of the controversy, Rud- 


dy's car was riddled with bullets in Los 
Angeles, but he was not at the scene. He 
also overcame opposition to filming most 
of the footage on Staten Island in an Ital- 
ian-American neighborhood.

A 
pixie-like naturalness is always more at- 
tractive. 


The only thing that might make you 


wonder is her constant uncorked energy 
and seemingly endless bouyancy. Doesn't 
she ever get depressed? 


And then her smile will disappear for 


just a moment as she admits, "Sure, 
when I'm down I'm down in sub-base- 
ment, but I get very up when I'm up." 


SHE WOULD BE the perfect neighbor 


after all... a lot of fun but human too. 


Lois is currently starring with Burt 


Reynolds in "The Rainmaker," which 
opened last week at Arlington Park 
Theatre. She plays the lead role, Lizzie, 
an insecure, quiet girl who so desper- 
ately yearns to be a wife and mother. 
The possibility of remaining an old maid 
tragically lingers as a black cloud over 
her whole life. 


"The form of the play is a romantic 


one," said Lois over lunch. "There aren't 
that many today and that's why people 
love them," she continued, naming 
"Love Story" as another prime example. 
"The content of this play is ageless." 


"Lizzie is not an apparent character. 


She's like a girl unborn. She's there but 
not obvious. It's a difficult character to 
do," she said. "Before I knew who she 
was I had to analyze everything about 
her. 


"I MOANED HOW could I ever find her 


and then I went into rehearsal and the 
character began to come out through a 
step-by-step probing and an interplaying 
with the other members of the cast. 
Memorization comes automatically." 


And Lois comments how a little bit of 


Lizzie stays with her even offstage. 


"I identify as Lizzie," she said. "I 


can't turn off the character on the sur- 
face of me while I'm doing her in the 
play."

An Industry Out Of Tune 


Too Many Musicians And Not Enough Jobs 


(First id a Series.) 


by JOYCE GABRIEL 


NEW YORK - (NEA) -These days, 


It's nearly impossible to escape the 
sound of music. It wafts through eleva- 
tors and banks. It is standard fare on 
almost every point of the radio dial. It 
has made millions of dollars for many 
people. 


But the makers of that music, the mu- 


sicians, are in terrible shape. There are 
too many musicians and not enough jobs. 


Says Lester Solomon, an official of 


New York Local 802 of the Musicians 
Union: "The situation in the music in- 
dustry is desperate. Government sub- 
sidies, at this point, are pie in the sky. 
Because of the recession, employment is 
down. Way down." 


Many musicians are either out of work 


or are supplementing substantially di- 
minished incomes by moonlighting in 
other fields. Although well-established 
musicians are still making money (top 
men collect as much as $60,000 a year), 
their number is small. 


AND EVEN THESE highly regarded 


professionals are being ;offered fewer 
jobs, which means there is little chance 
of jobs they refuse filtering down to mu- 
sicians on levels below them. 


Symphony orchestras, some 1,200 in 


the country and of these only 100 consid- 
ered major, are having severe financial 
problems. Attendance at concerts is 
down, private contributions aren't as 
plentiful and government funds allocated 
to symphonies are hard to get and mea- 
ger when gotten. 


Big symphonies are big business. It 


takes from $3 to $5 million a year to keep 
them operational. 


Where is the money coming from? 
It isn't, always. 
Last spring, for example, the Kansas 


City Symphony Orchestra was forced to 
stop giving concerts due to lack of funds. 
They have raised enough to perform a 
22-week schedule this season, but if or 
where future funds will come from is not 
known, 


BECAUSE OF A cutback in classical 


records being made, only the largest 
symphony orchestras, such as the New 
York and Los Angeles Philharmonic, are 
still recording. 


An American symphony orchestra mu- 


sician makes $42 per concert. (This fig- 
ure is the union minimum. Some musi- 
cians make considerably more.) The 
Spanish Symphony, when it performed 
here last year, paid each of its members 
$26 — for a week of concerts. 


The musicians' union, terming orches- 


tras from other countries a "foreign in- 
vasion," is trying to arouse both govern- 
ment and public opinion against foreign 
orchestras performing here. The union 
wants the work for its unemployed mem- 
bers. 


Union spokesman Solomon defended 


the $42 per concert rate: "How low can 
we go with our rates?" he asked. "Back 
in the Depression, when I was a kid in 
this business, I made $21 per concert. In 
those days, you could live for two weeks 
on that. Today, what are you going to do 
with $42? That won't even pay your milk 


bill for two weeks, let alone your booze 
bill." 


BROADWAY 
BUSINESS is 
down. 


There are only 12 musicals currently 
running on Broadway and out of those, 
only four — "Jesus Christ, Superstar," 
"Two Gentlemen of Verona," "Inner 
City" and "To Live Another Summer" — 
are new this season. 


In the concert field, names like Rubin- 


stein and Stern still attract large au- 
diences, but lesser known artists and 
n e w c o m e r s have difficulty making 
enough on concerts to meet expenses. 


Why is the music industry in such a 


bad state? 


One reason is that in a recession econ- 


omy, the first thing people give up are 
luxury items. Music is one of them. The 
number of nightclubs (a prime source of 
work for pop musicians) today is a frac- 
tion of those which existed even 10 years 
ago. 


PRIVATE PARTIES (bar mitzvahs, 


weddings, charity balls) are slightly 
down. If the economic slump continues, 


they will be down still more. Big music 
contractors for private parties, such as 
Lester Lanin and Peter Duchin, are still 
busy. However, they are not as busy as 
they were two years ago and they aren't 
employing as many musicians. 


Another factor in the industry slowup 


is the union rates set for musicians. In 
New York, where there are 33,000 profes- 
sional musicians (over one-tenth of the 
300,000 national total, according to union 
figures), the union rate for a three-hour 
recording session, per musician, is $90. 
New York used to be the recording capi- 
tal of the world. It isn't today. Record 
producers are going to other countries to 
record, notably to England, where labor 
costs are one-third less. 


CONSIDER THE cost to the record 


producer. According to a spokesman for 
Musicians Local 802 in New York, a 
three-hour recording session is allowed, 
by law, to produce only 15 minutes of 
recorded music. 


"We figure it takes about an hour per 


song, to record," he said. "Each song is 
about five minutes long when it's done. 


So three hours means three songs — fif- 
teen minutes' worth on a record." 


Since popular recordings (classical 


recordings are rated differently) average 
about six songs per side, it costs produc- 
ers $360 per musician per record. 


Even if record producers were willing 


to pay union rates, they couldn't increase 
production. 


"Everyone is in the record business 


these days," said Bobby Rosengarden. 
head of the Dick Cavett Show band. 
"There is too much product. And why 
should people buy records when they can 
turn on the radio and hear the same 
thing for frs»?" 


THE ADVERTISING industry, which 


used to employ quite a few musicians for 
commercial jingles work, has cut back. 
TV cigarette advertising has been out- 
lawed, cutting off a huge source of ad- 
vertising revenue and jobs for musicians. 
Many commercials are now being done 
with "library" (prerecorded) music, in- 
stead of with live musicians.

.What should you look for as you watch 
the finals unfold on television, or if 
you're fortunate enough, witness the 
spectacular in person? 


As a guide to help you watch the state 


finals, I've talked to the coaches in- 
volved, carefully examined the season 
and tourney performances, the strengths 
and weaknesses, and have come up with 
these brief scouting reports and some 
predictions. 


Sit back, relax, and get ready for the 


opening tip-off. 


THORNRIDGE VS. COLLINSVILLE 


12:15 p.m. Friday 


It's fitting that Thornridge appears in 


the opening game. 


And it should be very interesting when 


one of the most respected coaches in the 
high school game maps the strategy in 
an effort to sideline the Falcon steamrol- 
ler? 


Vergil Fletcher, head man at Collins- 


ville, has 599 career victories. He goes 
for No. 600 against Thornridge. 


"Sure, we're the underdog but we're 


used to that," says Fletcher. "Until 
recently things hadn't been going that 
well. Our kids have come a long way in 
the past few weeks." 


Fletcher, who had state championship 


teams at Collinsville in 1961 and '65, suf- 
fered through his worst season last win- 
ter with a 3-19 record. The Kahoks sput- 
tered at the outset this year with only 9 
wins In their first 18 games, but they've 
been on a red-hot streak that has Includ- 
ed wins over such touted clubs as Quin- 
cy, Alton, and East St. Louis Lincoln. 


"We brought up some young kids last 


year and it showed in the record," says 
Fletcher, "but these kids never quit. We 
were down by 12 at halftime against 
East St. Louis Lincoln and won by 12 and 
we trailed Alton by 13 with seven min- 
utes left and won by a point." 


The key performer for Collinsville is 


Rich Knarr, a 6-1 senior who averaged 25 
a game at guard last winter and is aver- 
aging 25 a game at forward this year. A 
neck injury bothered Knarr early in the 
campaign, but he has been red-hot in the 
surge to the state, averaging 30 a game 
during the winning streak with 35 (25 in 
the second half) in the upset over ranked 
East St. Louis Lincoln. He had 29 Tues- 
day in the win over towering Mascoutah, 


Junior Bob Bone, a fine guard, com- 


plements Knarr in the scoring depart- 
ment, and this 5-11 junior popped in 50 in 
two sectional tourney appearances. 


Then there's Thornridge. 
They'll trot out three All-Staters today 


in guards Qnlnn Buckncr (6-3) and Mike 
Bonczyk (5-11) and center Boyd Batts (6- 
7). It's not that the two other starters 
aren't deserving of All-State status, but It 
would look a little ridiculous to have all 
five make it. Or would it? 


Buekner, of course, is the team leader. 


He averages 24, dishes out assists, steals 
passes, etc. etc. He's cool, quiet, decep- 
tively strong and aggressive with the po- 
ker face and the stamina of a John Hav- 
ticek. 


"Buekner has great concern for other 


people," says Thornridge coach Ron Fer- 
guson. "He challenges his teammates to 
improve. His mere presence is worth so 
much." 


Bonczyk holds every school record for 


assists and although he doesn't score 
much, he can hit from the outside. Batts 
scores well but is streaky, and moody. 
He's a fierce rebounder, not a super de- 
fensive player as far as position, but he 
does the job on the boards and is a great 
intimidator. 


Greg Rose (6-3) and Ernie Dunn (6-1) 


round out the starting five, and they're 
extremely quick, great jumpers, with 
scoring potential. Rose is a defensive 
whiz. 


"We keep worrying we're going to 


have that one bad game," says Fergu- 
son, "and we've been playing to keep 
from losing, rather than to win. We just 
have to play our own game." 


Lockport Central coach Bob Basarich 


paid this compliment to Thornridge after 
the Falcons 
romped 
in the 
super- 


sectional: 


"That's the finest high school team 


I've ever seen. I never expected to get 
beaten with such apparent ease. They 
didn't even work up a sweat." 


FRISK'S PICK: The defending champs 


should handle Collinsville in an inter- 
esting matchup of the Thornridge full- 
court zone press and the Kahoks' famed 
press. They should put a lot of points on 
the board, but I like Thornridge by 19 in 
a high-scoring affair.

EVANSTON VS. PEORIA MANUAL 


1:45 p.m. Friday 


Jack Burmaster is probably the most 


surprised guy in the state today. 


This personable and very 
efficient 


Evanston basketball coach took his team 
into the regional with a modest 12-8 
record. Today, they're a member of the 
Elite Eight. 


"There's no question that we're play- 


ing better now than at any time this 
year," says Burmaster, who took Evans- 
ton to the state title in 1968. "We switch- 
ed some things around, picked up the 
tempo, and have been very fortunate. 
These kids believe in themselves now." 


Evanston surprised Hersey in sectional 


play after two easy regional wins, nipped 
Niles West for the championship, and 
then stunned a fading North Chicago 
team Tuesday in the "Super." 


Primarily responsible for each of those 


last three victories has been 5-11 senior 
guard Joe Wharton, a go-go-go per- 
former who should delight the state tour- 
ney crowd. 


Wharton has been the hero in each of 


the Wildkits' last three pressure-packed 
victories. He loves to shoot and Bur- 
master doesn't restrict him. 


"Joe's a great shooter and he has my 


permission to fire any time he crosses 
the midcourt line if he doesn't have a 
hand in his face," says Burmaster. "I've 
always had confidence in his shooting, 
but he has had problems defensively. 
He's a very high strung young man." 


This Evanston team in no way resem- 


bles the 1968 'powerhouse but it is very 
similar to the 1964 Wlldkit club that 
reached the Sweet Sixteen under Bur- 
master. They're very quick, they hit the 
boards well despite a lack of over- 
powering size, and they have a solid 
bench. They like pressure defense. 


Burmaster has started different line- 


ups all year, depending on the opposi- 
tion, and it has paid off now in the 


stretch run. The head man never hesi- 
tates to go to his bench in a crucial situ- 
ation. 


Evanston will have to play its finest 


game of the year to beat a streaking Pe- 
oria Manual outfit. Manual has won 19 
straight after a dismal start. 


Manual dropped its first three games 


in a Thanksgiving tournament, including 
a 107-60 shellacking by Thornridge, but 
then things started to happen. 


Mike Davis, a 6-7, 225-pound All-Stater, 


who had been hobbled with a sprained 
knee, began to get his strength back, and 
6-3 Wes Gordon and 5-10 Wayne MeClain 
"got rid of their football legs." 


Manual found itself at Christmas, after 


losing again to Thornridge 92-65. They 
beat St. Patrick of Chicago 62-56 and 
haven't lost since, finishing 15-1 in the 
very competitive Mid-State Nine. The 
Rams handled Galcsbnrg In the regional 
78-70 (at Galesburg) with Davis tossing 
in 33. 


Davis has been brilliant. He averages 


20 points and 12 rebounds and can score 
from anywhere on the floor, "You can't 
give him that 15-footer," says coach Dick 
Van Scyoc. "He has a real soft touch. 


"Defense is our strong suit," the head 


coach continued. "Basically, we play a 
man to man. Let's just say that we have 
a disciplined offense, none of this run 
and shoot." 


Manual forced a tough Rock Island AI- 


leman team into 29 turnovers Tuesday in 
supersectional play. 


While Davis gets most of the publicity, 


Van Scyoc says it definitely is a team 
effort. The Rams have four boys aver- 
aging in double digures. 


The coach is extremely high on his two 


guards, 5-7 Mike Humbles and MeClain. 
"I wouldn't trade them for any set of 
guards in the state," he praises. "Sure, 
there are some great individuals but as a 
pair, these kids are the very best." 


FRISK'S PICK: Evanston has been 


riding a hot streak, but steady Manual 
looks like the best choice in this inter- 
esting engagement. I like the kind of ball 
they play in that Peoria area and the 
performances they usually turn in at the 
state. Call in Manual by 8 points. 


HINSDALE VS. EAST AURORA 


7:00 p.m. Friday 


Fantastic game! 


This has to rate as the feature attrac- 


tion of the opening round, and it certain- 
ly is one of the most difficult to examine. 


I watched East Aurora blast Conant 


Tuesday afternoon and was very, very 
impressed. The Tomcats are unbelievab- 
ly quick with tremendous pressure de- 
fense. You need super quick guards to 
maneuver against them. 


Dave Ideran and Jeff Sansale give 


Aurora a dazzling set of backcourt spe- 
cialists. 


Aurora is a very unselfish team 


and well disciplined. Whether they can 
challenge a big team, a team with 
strength underneath and quick guards, 
will be answered in Friday's third game. 


Greg Smith, a 6-6, 210-pounder who ap- 


peared in the state tourney as a soph- 
omore, is the key man up front, and he's 
a great one. He's averaging 27 a game 
and shooting over .600 from the floor and 
.849 from the line. Greg also pulls down 
about 15 rebounds a game. 


"He only takes about 16 shots a 


game," says Aurora's Ernie Kivisto, one 
of the most respected coaches in the 
business. "We only go to Greg when we 
need him. You can't hold him. He's just 
a hell of a shooter, and he's tough." 


The Tomcats bad six boys reach 


double figures against Conant, and they 
have four averaging over 10 this season. 
They hit a high of 113 against St. Charles. 


Hinsdale Central, beaten only once this 


year, appears to have the combination of 
size and quickness that could win it all. 
Their front line averages 6-7 and they 
boast two excellent guards in 6-2 Jim 
Flynn and 5-11 sophomore Chuck Fritz. 


"I've only seen Aurora East play 


once," says 27-year-old Hinsdale coach 
Ken Johnson, "and that was against Riv- 
erside and it wasn't much of a test." 


If you like to compare scores, that Riv-

"If there's a better Soph guard in the 


state than Fritz, I'd like to know who he 
is," says Johnson. "And Flynn has been 
sensational all season. He's a great 
passer and he can go one-on-one with 
anybody." 


Flynn threw in 50 points against Addi- 


son Trail in a regional game, 35 in one 
half. Yes, he can shoot. 


FRISK'S PICK: Flip a coin. Aurora 


may have more overall quickness, and 
you need quickness to get anywhere, but 
Hinsdale appears to have the size and 
the guards capable of working against 
the Tomcat streaks. I'd like to see Aur- 
ora advance, but I have to go with Bins- 
dale Central by 6 points in an exciting 
battle. 


CRANE VS. QUINCY

Another toss-up game, a game that is 


extremely difficult to analyze. 


It's always difficult to figure out these

You don't post a 27-4 record without the 
tools. 


Nate Williams, Crane's 6-2 All-Stater, 


should put on quite a show in the Assem- 
bly Hall.

"Whenever we're in trouble, we go to 


Nate," says coach Dan Davis, a former 
Northwestern player, "and he usually 
gets the job done. He's averaging about 
24 points a game, and he's done a fine 
job on defense despite some criticism. 
They used to say he was flat footed on 
defense, he couldn't move, but I think he 
can stop anyone one-on-one." 


Crane's biggest assets are good shoot- 


ing and quickness, but they don't' have 
much overall size.

Ogilvie: "The understanding of the

Q, If you were elected governor, what, 


aside from fixed items, would be your 
highest-priority legislative program? 


Mathis: "Limit the time the governor 


of Illinois may serve to one term of four 
to six years. No repeat. Ask for a state 
law which would prohibit state officials

Ogilvie: "Aid to education, including 


financial support and steps to improve 
classroom quality, tax relief for the el- 
derly, measures to protect our environ- 
ment, and a reduction in the burden of 
welfare costs on our taxpayers are some 
of the highest-priority goals of my ad- 
ministration." 


Q. TO WHAT extent do you think the 


governor should use the amendatory veto 
power granted him by the 1970 con- 
stitution? 


Ogilvie: "The power should be used 


with care to control excessive spending 
and to make necessary changes in bills 


to keep them within the spirit of the leg- 
islative intent without doing violence to 
the interests of the public." 


Mathis: "I believe the governor should 


use the amendatory veto power with 
great discretion." 


Q. What general approach would you 


pursue to improve the state's fiscal situ- 
ation? 


Generating additional tax revenue, fed- 


eral aid, reducing expenditures, etc. 


Mathis: "There will be no tax increase 


during my four years in office. I would 
fire all 1,500 of Governor Ogilvie's pa- 
tronage workers. Federal aid is impos- 
sible because the federal government is 


broke. I would eliminate the fat and the 
fraud from each state budget." 


Ogilvie: "The single most important 


step will be to relieve Illinois taxpayers 
of the burden of welfare costs through a 
federal assumption of the costs of this 
truly national problem. When this is ac- 
complished — as it surely will be — state 
government will then have the financial 
means to aid local education and to re- 
lieve the heavy burden on the property 
tax in our communities."

"The adolescent period of time," Dr. 


King recently explained, "is an impor- 
tant period of growth and development, 
so the tasks a person assigns himself 
during this period of time are quite dif- 
ferent from those he tried in any other 
period of his life. Consequently he has 
little or no experience to draw from and 
m u c h 
of 
what is done a ex- 


perimentation." 


According to Dr. King, while adults 


have experience to draw from, adoles- 
cents, when doing a task, must depend 
on the firmness of their childhood foun- 
dation. He relates this lack of concrete 
experience and lack of fully formulated 
values with the problems of drug abuse 
among adolescents. 


"Kids get into more trouble with drug 


abuses for several reasons," Dr. King 
said, "because they have not found a 
base line or value system about drugs, 
they're suggestible — adolescents are 
sort of group animals — that is they seek 
a lot of feedback from one another re- 
garding what's appropriate and what is 
inappropriate behavior. 


"All of us," he continued, "as adoles- 


cents and adults think about doing things 
'we don't do because we control our im- 
pulses. Many times kids have not learned 
to do this and of course, in adolescence 
kids are exposed to many more opportu- 
nities to discharge impulses than they 
were as children 10 they frequently get 
into trouble for impulsive behavior like 
using drugs or running away." 


Dr. King thinks that a lot of adoles- 


cents who get involved in drugs do so 
because they have not been able to find 
their niche in any other group of kids. 
"Frequently kids tell us they weren't 
able to make it as a member of a non- 
drug group and they were accepted by a 
group who uses drug; so they, too, turn 
to drugs for acceptance." 


According to Dr. King most troubled 


adolescents are having problems becom- 
ing autonomous indviduals. "I think that

Ogilvie Defends Finances, 
Lauds Local Government 


Amid the azure blue decor of the Top 


of the Towers, several hundred residents 
of the greater Arlington Heights commu- 
nity of politicians, educators and cultural 
enthusiasts gathered to hear Gov. Rich- 
ard Ogilvie praise their town. 


Midway through "Governor Ogilvie 


Day" in Arlington Heights the charter 
membership of the village's estab- 
lishment met over lunch to pay homage 
to their Republican governor — and in 
the same measure to acknowledge May- 
or Jack Walsh's new position within 
Ogilvie's state administration. 


Ogilvie took the occasion to speak on 


the very matter which drew Walsh into 
the governor's official family of adminis- 
trators. The governor stressed the con- 
cern of his administration for the needs 
of local government and touched on the 
new job Walsh has as the number two 
man in the administration's Department 
of Local Government Affairs. 


As part of his plan to local govern- 


ment, Ogilvie told the luncheon audience 
that over the past three years commu- 
nities such as Arlington Heights have 


benefited greatly from tax rebates from 
the state. 


OGILVIE SAID Arlington Heights, for 


example, received no income from the 
state in 1969, but that it received $301,000 
in 1970 and $415,000 in 1971 as the vil- 
lage's share of the state income tax. 


"This amount from the state's income 


tax greatly took the pressure off the lo- 
cal property tax," Ogilvie asserted," and 
thus took the burden away from the sev- 
erely taxed property owner." 


The governor also called the attention 


to his program to assist the elderly and 
those on fixed incomes, and finally, took 
a jab at his various political competitors. 


"You hear a lot of grand statements 


about changing the revenue structure of 
this state," the governor said, "but even 
though I agree that much can be 
changed in this state, I maintain that you 
can't get too far ahead of the people in 
changing the taxes." 


The governor said he believed the 


state's finances are improving and that 
Illinois is meeting and solving its prob- 
lems.

Governor Ogilvie Spends His 'Day' In Area

Gov. Richard B. Ogilvic brought state 


government to Arlington Heights for 
eight hours yesterday and by the end of 
the day had affirmed i:lic village's motto 
as "The City of Good Neighbors." 


The Governor and Mrs. Ogilvie spent 


the day being guided through buildings, 
shaking hands and answering questions. 


"Mow did you lose all your weight?" 


asked a group of weight-watching women 
who ran up to, the governor after he had 
planted a tree at Pioneer Park. It was a 
question Ogilvie, who says he has lost 46 
pounts in the past 13 months, would hear 
at every stop. 


"I find that drinking a lot of grapefruit 


juice helps and I try to eat a high protein 
dinner. But most important is just to dis- 
cipline yourself to eat less," he replied. 


But not all of the questions and an- 


swers during "Gov. Ogilvie Day" in Ar- 
lington Heights were light-hearted. 


During an assembly of students at St. 


Viator High School one student asked the 
governor why young people should have 
any interest in state government in light 
of recently disclosed scandals and cor- 
ruption. 


"The fast answer is1 that I hope you 


would go into government to improve it," 
Ogilvie told the students. He urged them 
also to read beyond the headlines of race 
track stock scandals and multimillion 
dollar tax breaks. 


"Take a look at some of the in-depth 


reporting that is available to find out 
about some of the good things that gov- 
ernment is doing." 


Ogilvie repeated his promise to get an 


• effective program of aid to non-public 


schools out of the state legislature and 
through the courts this year. 


Moving to the Lutheran Home and Ser- 


vice for the Aged, Ogilvie spoke with 
feeling about the problems of senior citi- 
zens and some of the proposals he 
recently announced to provide tax relief 
for retired persons on fixed incomes. 


"Being 
governor 
is somehing like 


being a father with a lot of children. I 
have 11 million that I'm responsible for," 
he told a gathering at the home. 


He cited his support for pending in- 


crease in Social Security benefits and 
stepped up inspection of nursing homes 
throughout the state. 


"I am delighted to see this finely run 


organization but as you've probably read 


not all of our senior citizens enjoy this 
same kind of care," be said. 


Before leaving the Lutheran Home be 


walked through the audience, shaking 
hands and exchanging hellos with men 
and women who had paid taxes all their 
working lives to help support the state. 


At Northwest Community Hospital, the 


governor and Mrs. Ogilvie were guided 
through 
the pediatrics ward 
where

stopped 
to chat 
with con- 


valescing youngsters and their parents. 


From the top of the hospital's nine-story 


tower, which is still under construction 
Ogilvie surveyed the Nike base, parts of 
which area mayors hope will some day be 
a regional park. 


The U.S. General Services Adminis- 


tration (GSA) recently inspected the 
Nike base and if the agency should sug- 
gest that a portion of the land is surplus 
to the Army and if the Department of 
Defense should agree, the state would 
have first option on acquiring the land. 


The governor told Arlington Heights 


Village Pres. Jack Walsh that the acre- 
age was probably too small to be of in- 
terest to the state and he expressed en- 
thusiasm for the concept of a regional 
park.

vocating "freedom of choice" for pregnant wom- 
en. 


Abortion: Is It A. Crutch Or A Cure? 


by WANDALYN RICE 


When an unmarried pregnant woman 


goes to Dr. Gloria Meffernan of the Illi- 
nois Right To Life Committee for coun- 
seling she is given encouragement and 
support, and Dr. Hefiernan guides her 
through the pregnancy. "I don't present 
the option of abortion," the doctor ex- 
plains. 


If the same woman goes instead to the 


Rev. Rupert Lovely, a Unitarian min- 
ister from Palatine who is active in the 
drive for abortion reform, "The first 
thing I would do is present the woman 
with the options," Rev. Lovely says. 


"Those are marriage, doing a 'Mia 


Farrow' by keeping the child, placing the 
child up for adoption or abortion. We go 
into these alternatives in some kind of 
depth and it Is always her decision. A 
high percentage of the women I see de- 
cide for abortion." 


In those two approaches to counseling, 


students at Elk Grove High School 
Wednesday saw the difference in atti- 
tudes by those favoring abortion reform 
and those opposing it. 


DR. HEFFERNAN clashed with Love- 


ly and Helen Smith, chairman of the Illi- 
nois Citizens for the Medical Control of 
Abortion, in a debate sponsored by the 
social science class on human sexuality. 


The debate gret heated at moments, as 


Mrs. Smith and Dr. Heffernan chal- 
lenged the reliability of each other's sta- 
tistics on the safety of abortion. The two 
sides also disagreed sharply on whether 
a human embryo can be considered a 
full-fledged human being and whether 
abortion reform will encourage promis- 
cuous sexual behavior. 


"We need honesty in the abortion is- 


sue," Dr. Heffernan declared. "The un- 
born child can Inherit property, sue for 
prenatal support, get damages for in- 
juries sustained en utreo and have blood 
transfusions that clearly violate the 


mother's religious beliefs. He has all 
these rights, but he does not have the 
right to life in some states. There is no 
such thing as a potential human being." 


She then showed slides of embryos in 


various stages of development, saying, 
"Norman Cousins has said we have come 
to accept the solutions of war and abor- 
tion because we cannot see the victims' 
faces. I'd like to show you their faces." 


LOVELY AND Mrs. Smith, however, 


contended that the existence of hiAnan 
life in the embryo is by no means cer- 
tain. "The opponents of abortion are pri- 
marily from one theological standpoint 
and the only organized opposition in this 
country is from the Catholic Church," 
Mrs. Smith said. 


She added, "These people have a per- 


fect right to their point of view and they 
should never have abortions, but if abor- 
tion were legalized, those of us who feel 
it is a legitimate medical procedure will 
have the freedom of choice." 


Dr. Heffernan also pointed to rising sex- 


ual freedom and the increasing rate of 
venereal disease in areas where abortion 
has been legalized, and said, "There is 
no question that prrmiscuity results from 
abortion-mindedneso among women." 


Lovely disagreed sharply, saying, "I 


think there has been 'messing around' 
since Adam and Eve and it's not going to 
stop. Fear has not stopped anybody from 
having sex." 


IN ANSWER TO one student's question 


about whether it is damaging to a wom- 
an to have an unwanted baby, Dr. Hef- 
fernan replied, "I think it's a frivolous, 
dangerous concept, this idea about being 
wanted, because you can be wanted to- 
day and not wanted tomorrow." 


She added that treatments such as the 


flushing of the womb are available with- 
in hours for rape victims, adding that the 
procedures are not a form of abortion 
because "conception does not take place 
for two or three days." 


Students pressed home question to both 


sides, with one girl asking Dr. Heffernan 
why she would impose her view on oth- 
ers and a boy challenging Mrs. Smith's 
statement that an embryo at the time of 
abortion is generally no longer than a 
paper clip. 


"If I'm 6 feet 2 and some other kid is 5 


feet 2, does that make me more of a 
person?" he asked. 


Throughout the discussion, Dr. Heffer- 


nan insisted she was working to preserve 
the life of the fetus, while Mrs. .Smith 
and Lovely argued that abortion should 
be a matter of private decision between 
a woman and her doctor.
